PART 372—REAL ESTATE SECURITY 


Subpart A—Servicing and 
Liquidations 

The ’neading of Part 372, Title 6, Code 
of Federal Regulations, is hereby amend¬ 
ed as set forth above. Subparts B and C 
are revoked and the regulations therein 
are incorporated in Subpart A (13 F.R. 
9458, 14 F.R. 2081. 6108), redesignated 
hereby as Servicing and Liquidations, 
revised to read as follows: 
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General.

§ 372.1 General. 

(a) Definitions. For the purposes of 
this part, where appropriate, the follow¬ 
ing definitions shall apply unless other¬ 
wise indicated. The term FHA means 
the Farmers Home Administration, or 
the United States of America acting 
through the Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion. The terms FHA loans. FHA ac¬ 
counts, FHA liens, FHA interests, FHA 
security, FHA debts, and similar terms 
apply to indebtedness owed to or Insured 
by FHA. related security instruments, 
and security covered thereby. The term 
“borrower” includes all persons who are 
liable for FHA debts or who executed the 
related security instruments. The term 
“note” includes any note, bond, assump¬ 
tion agreement, or other evidence of 
indebtedness. The term “mortgage” in¬ 
cludes afiy deed of trust or other real 
estate security instrument. The terms 
FO, FH. OL, SW, EM. SE. SL, WF, and 
ORE as applied to loans, mortgages, or 
accounts mean, respectively, Farm Own¬ 
ership, Farm Housing, Operating. Soil 
and Water Conservation. Emergency, 
Special Emergency, Special Livestock, 
Water Facilities, and Other Real Estate. 
The term “Attorney in Charge” refers to 
the attorney in charge of the local field 
office of the Office of the General Counsel, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

(b) Scope. This part delegates au¬ 
thority and prescribes policy and pro¬ 
cedure for servicing and liquidating real 
estate security for all FHA loans except 
Watershed loans and SW loans to as¬ 
sociations. 

(c) General policy. Real estate secu¬ 
rity will be serviced, in accordance with 
the provisions of the mortgages, to ac¬ 
complish the loan purposes and protect 
the Government's financial interest. It 
will be the policy of FHA to continue to 
service real estate security in any case 
where (1) the borrowers have reasonable 
prospects of accomplishing the purpose

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by the borrower and for servicing the 
security in accordance with this part. 
He will visit the farm at least annually. 

(e) Insured loans ; style of execution 
of documents by FHA. In insured loan 
cases servicing documents executed by 
FHA will be executed in the name of 
"United States of America, for Itself and 
as Trustee” when the mortgage is held 
by FHA under a trust assignment or 
declaration, in the name of "United 
States of America, Trustee of the Assets 

of the-Rural Rehabilitation 

Corporation” w r hen the note and mort¬ 
gage run to and are held by the United 
States as Trustee for a State Rural 
Rehabilitation Corporation (SRRC). and 
in the name of “United States of 
America" when the mortgage runs to the 
United States or when a mortgage run¬ 
ning to the insured lender is not held by 
FHA under a trust assignment or decla¬ 
ration and the note is held by FHA. 

(X) Consent of lienholders. When this 
part requires the consent of other lien¬ 
holders before FHA consents to a trans¬ 
action which affects its security or its 
lien, such consent will be obtained and 
furnished to FHA by the borrower and 
will include agreement as to the disposi¬ 
tion of any funds involved in the trans¬ 
action. When an insured FO mortgage 
is held by the lender, his consent will be 
obtained only if a written partial release, 
subordination, or other servicing docu¬ 
ment is required, and on a form approved 
uy FHA. 

<g) Authority of State Directors and 
bounty Supervisors to execute instru-

propriate documents and instruments in 
connection with transactions which they 
are authorized by any provisions of this 
part to approve. State Directors are au-

terms and conditions of the prior lien 
will be such that the borrower can rea¬ 
sonably be expected to meet them, and 
(3) the priority of FHA’s hen position is 
maintained or advanced. In connection 
with obtaining a loan from a Federal 
Land Bank, the subordination may per¬ 
mit the Federal Land Bank loan to in¬ 
clude funds for the purchase of National 
Farm Loan Association stock in an 
amount not more than 5 percent of the 
prior lien if the borrower is unable to pay 
for the stock with personal funds. 
Whenever possible, an assignment of the 
beneficial interest in such stock will be 
obtained as collateral security. 

(b) County Supervisor's authority. 
Subject to the provisions of paragraph 
(a) of this section, the County Super¬ 
visor is authorized to approve and exe¬ 
cute a subordination which involves re¬ 
financing, extending, or reamortizing a 
prior lien provided the amount of the 
indebtedness secured by the prior lien 
is not increased by more than nominal 
cost incident to loan closing plus funds 
for the purchase of National Farm Loan 
Association stock w’here applicable. 

(c) State Director's Authority. Sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of paragraph (a) 
of this section, the State Director is 
authorized to approve and execute a sub¬ 
ordination w r hich involves increasing the 
prior lien by an amount to be used for 
farm development or farm enlargement 
purposes, as well as the payment of nom¬ 
inal cost incident to loan closing and 
for National Farm Loan Association 
stock w r here applicable, subject to all the 
following requirements: 

(1) The proposed farm development 
or enlargement will improve the bor¬ 
rower’s ability to repay the FHA loams). 

(2) The proposed farm development 
or enlargement will increase the present 
market value of the security by an 
amount at least equal to the increase 
in the amount of the prior lien. In the 
case of rm FO loan, the sum of any prior 
lien and the FO lien must not exceed 
the fair and reasonable value of the farm 
unless (i) the subordination is for the 
purpose of land development, necessi¬ 
tated by flood, windstorm, or other cas¬ 
ualty. or is for repair or replacement of 
essential farm buildings, <ii) such de¬ 
velopment or enlargement will not re¬ 
sult in making an FO farm greater than a 
family-type unit, and iiii) such enlarge¬ 
ment will not cause the fair and reason¬ 
able value of an FO farm to exceed the 
county average value. 

(3) Any proposed farm development 
will be planned and performed in accord¬ 
ance with Subparts B and C of Part 304 
of this chapter or in a manner directed 
by the creditor and acceptable to FHA. 

(4) Funds to be used for farm develop¬ 
ment or enlargement w'ill be handled in 
the manner prescribed for loan funds in 
Part 303 of this chapter, except that if 
the creditor will not permit the use of the 
supervised bank account procedure, 
arrangements satisfactory to FHA which 
will assure that the funds will be spent 
for the planned purposes will be 
substituted. 

<5) In case of land purchase, FHA will 
obtain a mortgage on such purchased 
land. In the case of an FO loan, the

mortgage on the purchased land will 
be either a first or second mortgage. 

(d) Processing . A subordination will 
be completed in accordance with closing 
instructions issued by the Attorney in 
Charge. 

§ 372.3 Consent, by partial release, sub¬ 
ordination, or otherwise, to sale or 
other disposition of portion of or 
interest in security, except leases. 

(a> Provisions of FHA mortgages. In 
all FHA mortgages except FH loan mort¬ 
gages prepared before October 1, 1950, 
and a few OL loan, EM loan, SL loan, 
and WF loan mortgages, the borrower 
has agreed not to sell, transfer, assign, 
mortgage, or otherwise encumber the 
security, or any portion of or interest in 
it. without the prior written consent of 
the mortgagee. In all FHA mortgages 
the borrower expressly agrees not to 
engage, without prior consent, in certain 
specified transactions including the cut¬ 
ting or removal of timber, or gravel, oil. 
gas, coal, or other minerals, aside from 
small amounts used by the borrower for 
ordinary domestic purposes. Further¬ 
more. even in the case of the few T FH. OL, 
EM, SL. and WF mortgages mentioned 
above in the exception, any property, or 
any part thereof or interest therein, 
which is subject to the FHA mortgage 
and which is disposed of by the borrower 
without consent, remains subject to the 
mortgage lien. The required consent 
may be in the form of a partial release, 
subordination, or other form of written 
consent, depending on the circumstances. 

(b) Consent and partial release and 
subordination forms . When FHA con¬ 
sent is required by the mortgage, it will 
be given by approving a completed Form 
FHA-696. When requested, the FHA 
also w r ill give a written partial release 
or subordination on Form FHA-99, “Re¬ 
lease," Form FHA-286, "Subordination 
by the Government,” or other fo:m ap¬ 
proved by the Attorney in Charge. 

<c) Conditions of FHA consent. Ordi¬ 
narily FHA consent will be granted and 
a partial release or subordination exe¬ 
cuted if cl) the net consideration for the 
transaction is adequate to fully compen¬ 
sate for the security being disposed of or 
rights granted, (2) the orderly repay¬ 
ment of the FHA indebtedness will not be 
impaired, (3) the transaction will not 
interfere with the successful operation 
of the farming enterprise, (4) in the 
case of an FO unit wliich before the 
transaction is an adequate family-type 
farm, the transaction will not reduce the 
farm to less than a family-type farm 
as defined in Part 331 of this chapter, 
and (5) the provisions of paragraphs 
(d> and (e) of this section are complied 
with, except that the State Director and 
County Supervisor are severally author¬ 
ized to permit the borrower to use a part 
of the proceeds to pay nominal costs 
incident to closing the transaction which 
the borrower has agreed to pay but is 
unable to pay from personal funds, such 
as title examination, abstracts, or title 
insurance (but not taxes other than 
past-due real estate taxes on the land 
being sold). When the approval official 
is uncertain as to whether the proposed 
payment is adequate to compensate fully 
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for the loss of security or considers it 
necessary for other reasons, a current 
appraisal report will be obtained. In the 
sale of timber which appears to be worth 
more than $1,000 or of any minerals 
other than small amounts of sand and 
gravel, the borrower will be encouraged 
to obtain the assistance of a qualified 
technician other than an FHA employee 
to advise him as to the quantity or value 
of the timber or mineral and the manner 
in which it should be sold. Usually, such 
assistance can be obtained from State 
or Federal employees in the area. 

(d) County Supervisor's authority. 
Subject to the requirements of para¬ 
graph (c) of this section, the County 
Supervisor, unless foreclosure or volun¬ 
tary conveyance is pending, is authorized 
to approve transactions where the entire 
net proceeds will be applied on prior 
liens, or to FHA liens in the order of the 
priority of such FHA liens, provided that 
w f hen the transaction involves $500 or 
more or the sale of land, the County 
Supervisor will obtain either (l)a state¬ 
ment by the County Committee that the 
consideration is adequate to fully com¬ 
pensate for the property or rights being 
disposed of, or <2> a current appraisal 
report showing that the amount to be 
received is at least equal to the present 
market value of such property or rights. 

(e) State Director's authority. Sub¬ 
ject to the requirements of paragraph 
(c) of this section and subparagraphs 

(1), (2), (3), and (4) of this paragraph, 
the State Director is authorized to ap¬ 
prove transactions involving exchange of 
all or part of the security for other farm 
real estate; use of all or part of the pro¬ 
ceeds for farm development, farm en¬ 
largement. or application on prior liens 
or any FHA accounts; release to the bor¬ 
rower of proceeds which are regular in¬ 
come as defined in § 372.7 when the loan 
is not in process of forced^iquidation 
through foreclosure or voluntary con¬ 
veyance; or an easement or right-of-w'ay 
granted without monetary compensation 
or for a token consideration. In any 
case in which the proceeds would be con¬ 
sidered as extra payments under § 372.7 
and such proceeds will not be applied 
on prior liens or FHA accounts secured 
by real estate liens, the following re¬ 
quirements must be complied with: 

(1) Use of any proceeds for farm de¬ 
velopment or enlargement will create a 
more favorable outlook for collection of 
the FHA debt, will not result in making 
an FO loan farm greater than a family- 
type farm, and will be carried out in the 
manner prescribed for real estate loan 
funds in Part 303 of this chapter. 

(2) Any proposed farm development 
work is planned and performed in ac¬ 
cordance with Subparts B and C of Part 
304 of this chapter. 

(3) When other FHA loans not se¬ 
cured by a real estate lien are inade¬ 
quately secured, proceeds in excess of 
the normal market value of real estate 
security being released may be applied 
to such other FHA accounts with the con¬ 
sent of the borrower and any prior or 
junior lienholders provided that the FHA 
loans secured by a lien on real estate will 
be adequately secured after the transac¬ 
tion. Such payments will be applied as 


extra payments unless the State Director 
approves a specific request in writing by 
the borrower that they be applied as 
regular payments. That part of the pro¬ 
ceeds which represents the normal mar¬ 
ket value of the security released must be 
applied to a prior lien or the FHA lien 
of highest priority. 

(4) The present market value of the 
security for the real estate lien after the 
transaction plus any amount applied as 
payments on any prior real estate lien 
or any FHA account will not be less than 
the present market value of the security 
prior to the transaction. 

(f) Processing. Consent to a transac¬ 
tion will be obtained from any prior lien¬ 
holders. from junior lienholders in case 
any proceeds will be used for any purpose 
other than application to the FHA mort¬ 
gage or prior liens, and from the holder 
of an insured mortgage held by the 
lender when required in § 372.1(f). If 
a written release or subordination is re¬ 
quested, the transaction will be com¬ 
pleted in accordance with closing in¬ 
structions issued by the Attorney in 
Charge. 

§ 372.4 Consent to junior liens. 

As a general policy. FHA borrowers will 
be discouraged from giving junior liens 
on their farms. When consent is re¬ 
quired by the FHA mortgage and the 
making of the junior lien is justified, the 
State Director may consent by executing 
Form FHA-696 provided (a) the loan 
is necessary for successful operation of 
the borrower’s farm, <b) the terms of 
the junior lien debt will not likely jeop¬ 
ardize payment of the FHA loan, (c) any 
operating plans made with the junior 
mortgage holder are consistent with any 
farm plans made by FHA with the bor¬ 
rower, and <d) the junior creditor agrees 
in writing that he will not foreclose his 
mortgage before a discussion with the 
County Supervisor and giving a speci¬ 
fied period of notice to FHA. 

§ 372.5 Consent to borrower's grunting 
lease of security. 

When a borrower requests FHA con¬ 
sent to lease and consent is required by 
the mortgage and this section. Form 
FHA-696 will be completed. When a 
prior lienholder is involved and his mort¬ 
gage requires consent to lease, such con¬ 
sent will be obtained in accordance with 
8 372.1(f). For an insured mortgage 
held by the lender, the holder’s consent 
will be obtained when required in § 372.1 
(f). The approval of the County Super¬ 
visor will not be given until the document 
has been executed by the holder. The 
pertinent provisions of this section and 
§ 372.7 must be complied with. All leases 
should be on equiable terms and include 
full compensation for the rights and 
privileges granted. 

(a) Leases for agricultural and other 
purposes except minerals and naval 
stores . All except FH, SW, and ORE 
borrowers will be required to obtain FHA 
consent to lease real estate security for 
the purposes covered by this paragraph. 
The County Supervisor may give such 
consent by approving Form FHA-696, 
subject to the following conditions: 

(1) All or a portion of the security 
may be leased for agricultural purposes 


when foreclosure or voluntary convey¬ 
ance is pending and leasing is more ad¬ 
vantageous to the Government and the 
borrower, or circumstances beyond the 
borrower’s control, such as death in the 
family, poor health, or extreme weather 
conditions, temporarily prevent personal 
operation of the farm and the following 
requirements are complied with: 

(i) When the State Director has ap¬ 
proved foreclosure or voluntary convey¬ 
ance, Form FHA-435, “Lease of Security 
Property,” will be used and the entire 
proceeds will be applied on the FHA lien 
and/or any prior mortgage. 

(ii) Any lease entered into by the bor¬ 
rower will not be in effect for more than 
one year and consent to the lease will in 
no way affect the borrower’s obligations 
or the FHA’s rights under the note, mort¬ 
gage, and any supplemental agreement. 

(iii) The farm will not be leased for 
more than two consecutive one-year 
periods without prior consideration by 


the National Office. 

(2) Small acreages of land or build¬ 
ings not essential to the successful op¬ 
eration of the farm may be leased for 
agricultural or other purposes except 
minerals and naval stores. When fore¬ 
closure or voluntary conveyance has 
been approved by the State Director, 
Form FHA-435 will be used and th* en¬ 
tire proceeds w T ill be applied on the FHA 
lien and/or any prior mortgage. 

(b) Mineral leases. All FHA borrow¬ 
ers will be required to obtain consent to 
any mineral lease of security. The 
County Supervisor, unless foreclosure or 
voluntary conveyance is pending, and 
the State Director are severally author¬ 
ized to execute Form FHA-696 giving 
FHA’s consent to mineral leases and to 
execute such other instruments on behalt 
of FHA as may be necessary, under the 


lowing conditions: 

(1) The lessee agrees, in the lease or 
ewhere, to pay adequate compensa- 
n for any damage to the real estate, 
d the borrower and the lessee execu 
rm FHA-253.

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§372.6 Severance agreements. 

When a borrower requests permission 
of FHA to obtain other financial assist¬ 
ance to construct or install farm facili¬ 
ties. such as grain storage, bulk milk 
tanks, and irrigation equipment. Form 
FHA 696 will be completed. The County 
Supervisor, if the transaction does not 
exceed $1,000, and State Director are 
each authorized to give FHA consent by 
executing Form FHA-696 and any nec¬ 
essary severance agreements if it is de¬ 
termined that (a) the facility to be con¬ 
structed or installed is not in excess of 
the borrower's needs based on the' nor¬ 
mal production or requirements of the 
farm, and (b) the financing arrange¬ 
ments are sound and proper and will not 
adversely affect the orderly payment of 
the FHA indebtedness or adversely affect 
the FIIA’s security position. The Attor¬ 
ney in Charge will be requested to pre¬ 
pare or review the severance agreement 
and. where necessary, issue closing 
instructions.

(a) Operation of security by lessee or 
caretaker. When necessary to protect 
the security interest of FHA and ap¬ 
proved by the State Director, the County 
Supervisor will enter into a lease or care¬ 
taker’s agreement for the account of the 
borrower on the best terms obtainable 
for periods not to exceed one year each 
or. without prior consideration by the 
National Office, two consecutive one-year 
terms. Such agreements will not be used 
as an alternative for. or as a means of 
delaying, prompt liquidation of the loan. 
Lease agreements will be entered into on 
Form FHA-435. Caretaker’s agreements 
will be entered into on Form FHA-529, 
‘‘Caretaker’s Agreement (Real Property 
Only) ” 

(b) Taxes and assessments. Real es¬ 
tate taxes and assessments will be han¬ 
dled in accordance with §§ 363.1 through 
363.3 of this chapter. 

(c) Insurance. For FO, SW. FH. and 
ORE loans, property insurance will be 
required and serviced in accordance with 
§§ 306.1 through 306.6 of this chapter. 
For other FHA loans secured by liens on 
real estate, property insurance will be 
obtained and serviced in accordance with 
requirements for the kind of loan 
involved. 

(d) Maintenance. Where repairs are 
necessary to protect the security from 
damage or deterioration and to protect 
the financial interest of FHA, the State 
Director may authorize such repairs if 
they are fully justified and properly 
documented on Form FHA-643, “Farm 
Development Plan.” Such repairs will 
be authorized only in emergency situa¬ 
tions and usually will be authorized only 
in connection with liquidation which is 
pending or in process. If a prior lien is 
involved, such expenditures for main¬ 
tenance will not be made unless the prior 
lienholders refuse to make them. 

§ 3 <2.9 Action* by third parlies which 
affect security. 

(a) Borrower’s responsibility. The 
borrower will be expected to protect his 
own interest in condemnation, trespass, 
and other cases affecting the security, 
and to report to the County Supervisor 
the complete facts concerning any action 
taken by third parties which may affect 
the security. 

(b) Sale under prior lien foreclosure. 
When a prior lien foreclosure sale is to be 
held, the State Director may authorize 
a bid in accordance with § 372.15(b)(7) 
provided the State Director determines 
that a substantial net recovery can be 
made upon resale of the security. An 
insured loan will be assigned to FHA 
in sufficient time before the foreclosure 
sale to enable FHA to protect its interest. 
If the amount of the prior lien(s) ex¬ 
ceeds $25,000, the prior concurrence of 
the National Office will be obtained be¬ 
fore a bid on behalf of FHA is authorized 
by the State Director. 

(c) Foreclosure sale subject to FHA 
mortgage. If a lien junior to the FHA 
lien is foreclosed and the property is sold 
subject to the FHA mortgage, the ac¬ 
count will be transferred under § 372.13 
or liquidated. 


§ 372.10 Deceased borrowers. 

Deceased borrower cases will be han¬ 
dled in accordance with the policy out¬ 
lined in Subpart B. Part 371 of this 
chapter for such cases. 

§ 372.11 bankruptcy and insolvency. 

Bankruptcy and insolvency cases will 
be handled in accordance with the policy 
outlined in Subpart B, Part 371 of this 
chapter for such cases, except that when 
real estate security is released from 
bankruptcy or insolvency action to FHA. 
the State Director will not approve con¬ 
tinuation with the borrower until con¬ 
currence of the National Office is 
obtained. 

§372.12 Liquidation action. 

(a) Policy and methods. When it is 
determined with the advice of the County 
Committee and the Area Supervisor that 
liquidation is necessary because further 
servicing action will not accomplish the 
objectives of the loan or for other rea¬ 
sons. liquidation of the account(s) will 
be accomplished as expeditiously as pos¬ 
sible by one of the following methods: 

(1) Immediate payment of the loan in 
full by refinancing, sale of the property 
outside of the program, or otherwise; 

(2) transfer of the account; (3) volun¬ 
tary conveyance of the security to the 
Government; or (4) foreclosure. If the 
Borrower is willing to convey the security 
to the Government or transfer the ac¬ 
count in accordance with § 372.13 and 
the County Supervisor and County Com¬ 
mittee recommend such action. Forms 
FHA-411, “Offer to Convey Security,” or 
FHA-922, ‘‘Transfer of Real Estate Secu¬ 
rity.” as appropriate, will be completed. 
In all cases other than payment in full, 
voluntary conveyance, or transfer the 
County Supervisor will submit to the 
State Director Form FHA-506, “Report 
on Real Estate Problem Case,” showing 
the County Committee’s and County 
Supervisor’s recommendations. When a 
borrower is indebted to FHA for more 
than one type of loan, a thorough study 
should be made of each loan involved 
and the effect liquidation of one or more 
of the loans would have on any other 
loans involved. When liquidation of one 
or more loans is necessary and it will 
jeopardize the accomplishment of the 
purpose of other loans involved, all the 
FHA loans should be liquidated if legally 
possible. Under such conditions, ordi¬ 
narily the loans secured by real estate 
mortgages will be liquidated simultane¬ 
ously and if chattel security is involved, 
the liquidation of the two types of secu¬ 
rity will be co-ordinated. However, the 
chattel security will be liquidated in ac¬ 
cordance with Subpart B, Part 371 of 
this chapter unless it is to be transferred 
in accordance with § 372.13. 

(b) Failure to live on and personally 
operate farm. Any FO borrower who, 
without consent, does not live on and 
personally operate his farm is violating 
his agreement with FHA. Such a bor¬ 
rower will be informed of this violation. 
If the borrower will not live on and 
operate the farm in accordance with his 
agreement or promptly pay the loan in 
full, the County Supervisor will report 
the case to the State Director on Form 
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FHA-506. The State Director will either 
take further action to have the borrower 
comply with such agreements or will pro¬ 
ceed to liquidate the loan. 

(c) Execution of instruments by 
County Supervisor. If an account is to 
be liquidated by any method other than 
immediate payment of cash to pay the 
account in full, the State Director is au¬ 
thorized to approve such action. After 
such approval, the County Supervisor 
will take appropriate action and execute 
all necessary instruments for completion 
of the transaction except as otherwise 
provided in this part. 

(d) Release of lien. When mortgaged 
real estate securing an EM, SL, or OL 
loan is sold for its present market value, 
all the proceeds are applied on the mort¬ 
gage debts in accordance with their re¬ 
spective priorities, and the secured FHA 
account is paid in part but not in full, 
the lien(s) on the real estate in favor of 
FHA may be released by the State Di¬ 
rector or the County Supervisor, upon 
prior approval of the National Office, on 
Form FHA-99 or on similar forms ap¬ 
proved by FHA. 

§ 372.13 Tranafcr of loan accounts. 

(a) Sale of security. Borrowers should 
be encouraged to discuss any proposed 
sale of FHA real estate loan security 
before firm agreements have been 
reached with purchasers. If the terms 
of the proposed sale would not result 
in the FHA account being paid in full 
at the time of sale, the County Super¬ 
visor should explain thoroughly the re¬ 
quirements of this part regarding such 
transactions. If real estate security, 
including water rights, is sold and the 
mortgage requires FHA consent to the 
sale and the FHA debt is not transferred 
by assumption agreement. FHA consent 
will not be given and' the account will be 
liquidated. 

(b) Authority. The State Director is 
authorized to approve the transfer of 
FHA accounts by assumption agreement 
with or without release of personal 
liability, including FO cases which in¬ 
volve the sale of the farm within less 
than five years from the date of the 
initial FO loan. Proposed transfers by 
assumption agreement will be submitted 
to the National Office for review prior 
to approval whenever (1) the EH A debt 
being assumed and other liens against 
the security being transferred total more 
than $25,000, (2) the proposed transfer 
will result in the transferee being in¬ 
debted to the FHA on all types of loans 
for more than $50,000, or (3) the pro¬ 
posed transfer will result in the trans- 
ferree being indebted for more than 
$15,000 for OL loans. $25,000 for SW 
loans, or $25,000 for EM loans. 

(c) Transfer of loan accounts by Form 
FHA-97, u Assumption Agreement ”—(1) 
General. The following requirements 
will apply whenever an FHA borrower 
sells real estate which is security for an 
FHA loan(s) and the loan account(s) 
is transferred by assumption agreement. 

(i) Title to all real estate security, 
including water rights, for the FHA 
account(s) must be conveyed to the 
transferee not later than the date of the 
assumption agreement. However, in 


case of EM, SL, FH. or SW security 
which involves a large tract of land or 
more than one farm, upon approval of 
the National Office, the security may be 
transferred in separate parcels to differ¬ 
ent transferees or only a portion of the 
real estate may be transferred. 

(ii) When the account (s) is secured 
by both chattel and real estate, all the 
security must be transferred to the trans¬ 
feree, or the chattel security must be 
sold or liquidated prior to transfer of 
the account(s) except that in case of 
EM or SL loans, the real estate security 
may be transferred without transfer or 
liquidation of the chattel security upon 
prior approval of the National Office. 

(iii) When the full amount of the 
FHA debt is assumed, there must be no 
liens, judgments, or other claims against 
the security which are junior to any FHA 
liens being assumed unless the State 
Director, with the advice of the Attorney 
in Charge, determines that such liens, 
judgments, or claims will not adversely 
affect the Government’s security interest 
or impair the transferee’s ability to pay 
the FHA debt. 

<iv) When less than the full amount 
of the FHA debt is being assumed, there 
must be no liens, judgments, or other 
claims against the security junior to 
the FHA debt being assumed. 

(v) The interest rate on each FHA 
debt being assumed will remain un¬ 
changed except as provided in subpara¬ 
graph (4) of this paragraph. 

(vi) An initial or subsequent loan 
for which the transferee is eligible may 
be made in connection with a transfer 
subject to the policies and procedures 
governing the kind of loan being made. 
Loan funds may not be used for the pay¬ 
ment of equity, except that FO loan 
funds may be so used when the transfer 
will result in a family-type farm or Is 
made to a qualified disabled veteran. 

(vii) If any equity payment is in¬ 
volved in a case where the transfer 
would be made for less than the full 
amount of the FHA debt, such transfer 
may not be made unless all or a portion 
of the equity payment up to the amount 
of the FHA debt not to be assumed is 
first applied on the FHA lien or prior 
liens. Any balance of an equity pay¬ 
ment in such a case and any equity pay¬ 
ment in all other cases should, whenever 
possible, be applied to the FHA debt(s) 
secured by real estate except that, if the 
FHA real estate debt(s) is adequately 
secured, such equity payment should be 
applied to any other debts of the trans¬ 
feror that are not adequately secured. 

(viii) If he is financially able, the 
transferee will make a down payment on 
the FHA secured debt and such down 
payment should be made prior to or at 
the time of closing the transaction. 

(2) Transfer of direct loans to eligible 
applicants —(i) FO loans on family- 
type farms. In determining whether a 
direct FO loan should be classified as 
“family-type,” the County Supervisor 
will consider the definition of a “family- 
type” farm in Part 331 of this chapter 
and the manner in which the farm will 
be operated. In order for security for a 
direct FO loan to be transferred as or to 
create a family-type farm, it must be 


transferred either to an applicant eligi¬ 
ble for an FO loan under Part 331 of this 
chapter and subject to the policies 
thereof or to an ineligible transferee 
under the conditions prescribed in sub- 
paragraph (4) of this paragraph. Ordi¬ 
narily. the transferee will be required to 
assume the full amount of the unpaid 
balance of the FHA secured debt unless 
the fair and reasonable value of the 
farm as certified by the County Commit¬ 
tee is less than the FHA debt plus any 
prior lien. In the latter case, the trans¬ 
feree will assume that portion of the 
FHA secured debt which when added to 
any prior lien against the farm equals 
the fair and reasonable value of the farm, 
with the following exception. When the 
present market value of the farm is such 
that a transfer at its fair and reasonable 
value would result in a substantial loss 
to the Government, the loan will be 
transferred at the present market value 
of the farm as determined in subdivision 
(ii) of this subparagraph, unless the 
transferee does not have the necessary 
debt-paying ability or cannot accomplish 
essential farm development from his own 
resources and a loan is necessary. If 
in the latter event it appears to be to the 
best interest of the FHA to transfer the 
loan at less than the present market 
value of the farm, but not less than its 
fair and reasonable value, rather than 
foreclose, the State Director will send 
his recommendation and justification for 
such a transfer along with the transfer 
docket to the National Office for review 
prior to approval. , _ 

(ii) Other loans. For other type loans 
to be transferred, the transferee must 
meet the following eligibility require¬ 
ments: , 

(a) Be a citizen of the United States, 
except in the case of an EM or SL ioan. 
and have legal capacity to contract ior 

the debt. ., ^ 

(5) Be without resources on his own 
account to purchase the real estate an 
pay the FHA loan in full and be unable 
to obtain the necessary credit from otner 
sources upon terms and conditions wn 
he could reasonably be expected to fufflu. 

(c) Possess the character, ability, ana 
experience necessary to earn' ouit 
undertakings and obligations requ 
him in connection with the transfer.

(iii) Payment terms. The assumption 
agreement will provide for the trans¬ 
feree to pay the assumed FHA indebted¬ 
ness in accordance with the payment 
schedule(s) of the existing note(s) unless 
the facts justify reamortization. The 
account, including all or part of any 
delinquencies to the extent necessary, 
may be reamortized by shortening or 
lengthening the remainder of the pay¬ 
ment period to make it commensurate 
with the transferee’s capacity to pay. 
The payment period after the date of the 
transfer may not be longer than the fol¬ 
lowing for each kind of loan: OL, EM, 
and SL 7 years; FH 33 years; FO 40 
years: SW 20 years. All delinquencies, 
except any included in a reamortization, 
will be paid by the time the transfer is 
closed. 

(2) Transfer of insured loans to eli- 
gible applicants . Any insured loan ac¬ 
count may be transferred by assumption 
agreement provided: 

0) The transferee is eligible for a 
family-type FO loan under Part 331 of 
this chapter or, in case of less than 
lamily-type FO or any insured SW loan, 
roeets the eligibility requirements of sub¬ 
division (ii) of this subparagraph.

State Director on the basis of a present 
market value appraisal and the recom¬ 
mendation of the County Committee. 
Whenever practicable, the payment made 
by the transferee will be at least 20 per¬ 
cent of the debt(s) assumed, calculated 
before such payment. 

(ii) The balance of the FHA debt 
assumed is scheduled for repayment in 
equal annual principal installments with 
interest at 5 percent per annum within 
the shortest period consistent with the 
transferee’s ability to pay but in no case 
more than 5 years. 

(iii) The transferee has ability to pay 
the FHA debt in accordance with the 
assumption agreement and the legal 
capacity to assume the obligations of the 
note and mortgage by entering into the 
assumption agreements. 

(iv) The County Committee finds that 
the transferee will honestly endeavor to 
make payments in accordance with the 
assumption agreement, maintain the 
security property, and carry out his 
other obligations in connection with the 
loan. 

(v) The transfer will not adversely 
affect the FHA program in the area. 

(5) Insured loans and ineligible appli¬ 
cants. Insured loans will not be trans¬ 
ferred to ineligible applicants. 

(d) Consent of FHA not required to 
transfer. Where the FHA mortgage(s) 
does not require the Government’s con¬ 
sent to the sale of the farm (this in¬ 
cludes mortgages taken as security for 
some OL, EM, and WF loans, as well as 
FH mortgages prepared before October 
1, 1950) and the borrower conveys or 
proposes to convey the farm to a person 
who is ineligible or unwilling to assume 
the FHA debt in accordance with para¬ 
graph (c) of this section, the Govern¬ 
ment will not consent to the sale. If 
the loan is not in default or the State 
Director determines that definite, satis¬ 
factory arrangements have been made 
for the purchaser to remove any default 
promptly, the borrower’s billings, cor¬ 
respondence, and notices concerning the 
account will be sent to the purchaser at 
his address. If the loan is in default and 
the State Director finds that the default 
is not likely to be corrected, the account 
will be liquidated. 

(e) Release of transferor from li¬ 
ability. when real estate security for 
an FHA loan is transferred to an appli¬ 
cant who is eligible under paragraph (c) 

(2) or (3) of this section, it will be the 
policy to release the borrower from per¬ 
sonal liability to the Government 
provided: 

(1) The County Committee makes the 
appropriate certification and recom¬ 
mendations prescribed in paragraph (f) 
of this section. 

(2) The transferor does not have as¬ 
sets from which the FHA could make 
substantial recovery. 

(f) Processing transfer by assumption 
of indebtedness— (1) Transfer docket . 
The docket will include transferor’s 
financial statement and, when the trans¬ 
fer is being made to an eligible trans¬ 
feree, Form FHA-197, “Application for 
FHA Services,” and, when applicable, 
Forms FHA-14, FHA-14 A, FHA-404, 


“Supplementary Payment Agreement." 
and FHA-643. When an initial or sub¬ 
sequent loan is being made, the docket 
also will include any additional forms re¬ 
quired by the applicable regulation. 

(2) Refund of unused funds. Unex¬ 
pended funds in the supervised bank ac¬ 
count will be applied as a refund unless 
FO, FH, SW, or EM security is involved 
and the funds are needed for completing 
planned farm development. 

(3) Collections and receipts . (i) 
After receipt by the County Supervisor 
of a statement of account from the Fi¬ 
nance Office, collections on the indebt¬ 
edness to be assumed by the transferee 
(not including any payments to be made 
to reduce the amount of the debt to be 
assumed) will be made in the names of 
the transferor and transferee and trans¬ 
mitted to the Finance Office to be held in 
suspense until the transfer is consum¬ 
mated. Form FHA-37, “Receipt for 
Payment/’ will be issued to: “Transfer 
in process of farm owned by (borrower’s 
name and case number) to be trans¬ 
ferred to (name of transferee and case 
number, if any).” In such a case the 
original receipt will be given to the party 
making the payment. 

(ii) Payments made to FHA by the 
transferee or transferor as a prerequisite 
to the transfer will be collected on or be¬ 
fore the date the transfer is closed and 
applied on the transferor’s account, 
thereby reducing the amount to be as¬ 
sumed. The receipt will be completed 
in the same manner as any other receipt 
in connection with a transfer, the name 
of the one making payment will be in¬ 
serted on the receipt as the source of 
the remittance, and the original receipt 
will be given to him. 

(iii) When a payment is due on the 
assumption agreement shortly after the 
transfer is completed, such a payment 
should, if possible, be collected at the 
time of transfer and remitted in the 
name of the transferee. 

(4) Farm and home plans and finan¬ 
cial statements. When the transfer in¬ 
volves an ineligible transferee, Form 
FHA-14 will be used with Tables A and 
J being completed in the same manner 
as for any other borrower but other 
tables and portions of the Form will be 
completed only to the extent necessary 
to determine the debt-paying ability of 
the transferee and to give sufficient in¬ 
formation for completing Table J. When 
a transfer is to be made to an eligible 
applicant and a release of liability is in¬ 
volved, a current financial statement of 
the transferor will be obtained. 

(5) County Committee recommenda¬ 
tion and certification. For FO loans 
transferred as family-type FO units 
when the County Committee recom¬ 
mends a release of the transferor from 
liability, one of the applicable state¬ 
ments in subdivision (1) of this subpara¬ 
graph will be added as item 6 of Form 
FHA—491. por FO loans being trans¬ 
ferred not as family-type FO units. Form 
FHA-121, “County Committee Certifica¬ 
tion/’ will be used and for such loans 
and SW and FH loans involving a release 
of liability, one of the applicable state¬ 
ments shown in subdivision (i) of this 
subparagraph will be added as item 4 of 


/ 
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Form FHA-121. For all other loans, a 
memorandum statement will be prepared 
to include the information required in 
subdivision <ii) of this subparagraph 
and will be attached to the transferee’s 
application. 

(1) Committee recommendation. 
When the transfer by assumption is 
being made to an eligible transferee, a 
release of the transferor(s) from per¬ 
sonal liability will be contingent upon 
the County Committee making one of the 
following recommendations. If the 
transferee is assuming the full amount 
of indebtedness, the following will be 
used: “The value of the security prop¬ 
erty of (names of all transferors) is not 
less than the indebtedness against it and 
in our opinion the transferors do not 
have any assets from w r hich the Farmers 
Home Administration could make a sub¬ 
stantial recovery. Therefore, we recom¬ 
mend that transferors be released from 
personal liability upon assumption of the 
full indebtedness by the transferees.’* 
If the transferee is assuming less than 
the full amount of the outstanding in¬ 
debtedness, the following will be used: 
“(names of transferors), in our opinion, 
do not have any assets from which the 
Farmers Home Administration could 
make a substantial recovery. They have 
cooperated in good faith, farmed in a 
workmanlike manner, used due diligence 
to maintain the security against lass, and 
otherwise fulfilled the covenants inci¬ 
dent to their indebtedness to the best of 
their abilities. Therefore, we recom¬ 
mend that transferors be released from 
personal liability." 

(ii) Memorandum statement. When 
Forms FHA-491 and FHA-121 are not 
applicable and the transfer is being made 
to an eligible applicant, the transfer will 
be contingent upon the Committee mak¬ 
ing the following recommendations: “In 
our opinion, the transferee (Name of 
transferee) will honestly endeavor to 
make payments in accordance with the 
assumption agreement, maintain the se¬ 
curity, and carry out all undertakings 
and obligations required of him under 
the proposed assumption of indebtedness. 
We find that this applicant is without 
resources on his own account to purchase 
the security being transferred and pay 
the Farmers Home Administration loan 
in full and that he is unable to secure 
the necessary credit from other sources 
upon terms and conditions which he 
could reasonably be expected to fulfill. 
Therefore, we recommend the transfer.” 
When the transfer is to be made to an 
ineligible applicant, only the first and 
last sentences of the foregoing quoted 
statement will be required. 

(6) Property insurance. The trans¬ 
feree will obtain property insurance in 
accordance with the insurance require¬ 
ment for the loan(s) involved at the time 
of the transfer unless the approval offi¬ 
cial requires additional insurance as a 
condition of approval. The insurance 
company will be notified by the County 
Superivsor immediately after completion 
of the transfer. 

(7) Title clearance and legal services. 
The Attorney in Charge will issue clos¬ 
ing instructions in connection with all 
transfers where such closing instructions 


are required in accordance with this sec¬ 
tion. The State Director, with the advice 
of the Attorney in Charge, will deter¬ 
mine whether title clearance and loan 
closing will be accomplished by the At¬ 
torney in Charge with the assistance of 
the designated or other local attorney, 
title insurance company or a combina¬ 
tion thereof, or other method. 

(i) In case of the transfer of an FO. 
FH, or SW (not coded J) loan or when 
such a loan is being made in connection 
with a transfer, § 372.3 will be applicable. 

(ii) For all other kinds of loans being 
transferred, title clearance and loan 
closing services will not be required un¬ 
less the approval official with the advice 
of the Attorney in Charge determines 
that such services are needed in order to 
maintain the Government’s security 
position or for other reasons. In such a 
case, the title clearance and loan closing 
services will be accomplished in the same 
manner as outlined in subdivision (i) of 
this subparagraph. If other than an 
FHA mortgage is involved which requires 
the mortgagee’s consent to the transfer, 
it will be obtained. 

(8) Assumption agreement , release 
from personal liability , receipts. Form 
FHA-97 and, when applicable. Form 

''FHA-437, “Release from Personal Lia¬ 
bility,’’ and Form FHA-37 will be com¬ 
pleted and executed simultaneously with 
closing of the transaction. The original 
(signed copy for insured loan) Form 
FHA-97 and, when applicable. Form 
FHA-37, and a signed copy of Form 
FHA-437 will be retained by FHA. The 
original Form FHA-437 will be given to 
the borrower. In case of an insured 
loan, the executed original of Form FHA- 
97 will be sent to the holder of the note. 

(9) Transfer of unused farm develop - 
ment funds. Any remaining funds in 
the transferor’s supervised bank account 
to be used for farm development work 
will be transferred to the transferee’s 
supervised bank account simultaneously 
with the closing of the transfer. 

§ 372.14 Voluntary conveyance of secu¬ 
rity to FHA. 

(a) Authority. The State Director, 
subject to the policies outlined in this 
section, is authorized to approve a volun¬ 
tary conveyance with or without release 
of personal liability. 

(b) Other real estate liens. In case of 
voluntary conveyance of security to FHA. 
real estate liens (except the taxes and 
assessments which are to be advanced 
by FHA under Form FHA-411) held by 
other creditors must be satisfied by the 
borrower without FHA assistance. 

(c) Processing. When a borrower of¬ 
fers to convey his property to the FHA in 
full or partial satisfaction of his indebt¬ 
edness and agrees to carry out all the 
conditions contained in Form FHA-411, 
the form will be completed and he will 
signify his agreement by signing the 
form. A warranty deed on a form ap¬ 
proved by the State Director will be re¬ 
quired and, whenever possible, completed 
and signed simultaneously with Form 
FHA-411; however, it will not be re¬ 
corded until closing of the transaction. 
Also, if water rights involved are not 
fully conveyed in the warranty deed, any 


necessary assignments or transfers of 
water stock or membership certificates 
or other water right title documents re¬ 
quired by the Attorney in Charge will 
be obtained simultaneously with the ex¬ 
ecution of Form FHA-411 whenever pos¬ 
sible but not later than the execution of 
the deed, and will be recorded, if neces¬ 
sary or appropriate, in connection with 
closing the transaction. When the 
borrower executes Form FHA-411, a pre¬ 
liminary determination will be made by 
the County Supervisor as to whether the 
property constitutes a family-type farm 
as defined in Part 331 of this chapter. 

(1) Acceptance of offer. When the 
offer provides for a credit to be allowed 
on the account equal to the value of the 
security as determined by FHA, the State 
Director will immediately accept the 
offer subject to the conditions outlined 
in Form FHA-411. irrespective of the 
value of the security. If the offer pro¬ 
vides for full satisfaction of all FHA 
debts secured by the real estate, it will 
be accepted if and when it is determined 
that the security will satisfy the debt 
or that the borrower will be released 
from personal liability for the deficiency. 
If the offer to convey in full satisfaction 
of such debts is not acceptable, it will be 
returned and an attempt made to obtain 
an offer to convey for a credit equal to 
to the value of the security. When the 
State Director decides to accept an offer 
to convey security connected with an 
insured loan, action will be taken to have 
the insured loan assigned to FHA. 

(2) Borrower's financial statement. 

When a voluntary conveyance involves a 
release of liability, a current financifU 
statement of the borrower will be 
obtained. . . 

(3) Appraisals. When an FO loan is 
involved, appraisal reports for family- 
type farms will show the normal earning 
capacity value and present market value 
based on present condition of the farm. 
For all other property, the apprmsal re¬ 
port will show the normal market value 
and the present market value based 
present condition of the property. 

(4) County Committee's cerh/icohon 
and recommendation.

(5) Determining the value of real es¬ 
tate to be conveyed. The value of real 
estate security offered to be conveyed to 
FHA will be determined by the State 
Director* Farms which are suitable as 
family-type should have values estab¬ 
lished based upon their sale to applicants 
eligible for family-type FO loans; how¬ 
ever, if it appears that a substantially 
higher price can be obtained by sale as 
surplus on the basis of present market 
value, the present market value should 
be used as a basis for establishing the 
value. The value of all property other 
than that considered suitable for family- 
type farms will be the estimated sale 
value based on present market value and 
terms of 20 percent down with the bal¬ 
ance payable annually in five equal in¬ 
stallments of principal plus interest at 
5 percent per annum. In determining 
the estimated sale value of any property, 
the State Director will consider the rec¬ 
ommendation of the County Committee. 

(6) Obtaining statement of account 
and refunding unused loan funds. Any 
funds remaining in the supervised bank 
account will be applied as a refund. 

<7) Title examination and closing in¬ 
structions. Upon acceptance of the bor¬ 
rower's offer, title examination will be 
accomplished in accordance with § 307.3 
of this chapter, and the State Director, 
with the advice of the Attorney in Charge, 
will determine whether title clearance 
will be accomplished by the Attorney in 
Charge with the assistance of the desig¬ 
nated attorney, other local attorney, title 
insurance company, or combination 
thereof, or by other method. Any addi¬ 
tional title defects and encumbrances 
will be removed by the borrower except 
recited in the FHA mortgage or 
subsequently approved by FHA. 

( 8> Closing of conveyance. The con¬

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(ii) Unsatisfied account. Where the 
account is not fully satisfied, it will be 
classified as collection-only and serviced 
in accordance with §§361.1 through 
361.9 of this chapter. 

§ 372.15 Foreclosure by FHA, 

Foreclosure action will be instituted in 
a default case when liquidation has been 
decided upon and foreclosure is deter¬ 
mined to be the most practicable method 
of liquidation by which the interest of 
FHA can be protected, or failure to fore¬ 
close would adversely affect the FHA 
program in the area, and a substantial 
net recovery can be obtained on the FHA 
account (s)’. (If these requirements can¬ 
not be met under the circumstances 
existing when foreclosure is first con¬ 
sidered but conditions change so that the 
requirements can be met at a later date, 
foreclosure will be instituted at a later 
date.) When there is a prior lien in de¬ 
fault and the State Director determines 
that foreclosure is necessary, the prior 
lienholder will be given an opportunity 
to institute the foreclosure proceedings, 
with FHA taking whatever action is nec¬ 
essary to protect its interest. If the 
prior lienholder is unable or unwilling 
to institute the foreclosure, FHA will 
institute foreclosure proceedings subject 
to the prior lien, if feasible. Whether 
foreclosure of the FHA mortgage will be 
subject to the prior lien will depend upon 
such factors as the state law, the action 
or inaction of the prior lienholder, the 
condition of the prior lien account, the 
amount of the prior lien debt in relation 
to the debt, and other factors. After 
issuance of the acceleration notice, ac¬ 
count and security servicing action will 
be taken only with the advice of the At¬ 
torney in Charge. 

(a) Authority. The State Director is 
authorized to approve foreclosures and 
to execute any necessary documents. 
After such approval, the County Super¬ 
visor will take appropriate action and 
is authorized to execute all necessary 
forms except as otherwise provided in 
this section. 

(b) Actions after approval of fore¬ 
closure. When foreclosure action is ap¬ 
proved, steps will be taken to consum¬ 
mate the foreclosure as follows: 

(1) Unused loan funds. Any funds 
remaining in the supervised bank ac¬ 
count will be returned for credit on the 
account. 

(2) Assignment of insured mortgage. 
In case of an insured FO mortgage held 
by the lender after the State Director 
approves foreclosure, the Finance Office 
will have the note and mortgage assigned 
to FHA in accordance with Part 375 of 
this chapter. 

(3) Cancellation of foreclosure action. 
When it has been determined that fore¬ 
closure is warranted and the circum¬ 
stances change which, in the opinion of 
the State Director or County Supervisor 
and County Committee, make liquidation 
of the account unnecessary, the State Di¬ 
rector may stop the action and reinstate 
the account. If the action is stopped, 
the borrower will be so informed. 

(4) Deficiency judgment. Wherefore- 
closure action does not automatically re¬ 
sult in a deficiency judgment and there 


are other assets from which substantial 
recovery can be made, the Attorney in 
Charge will be requested by the State 
Director to obtain such a judgment if 
legally permissible. 

(5) Issuance of acceleration notice. 
The State Director will date, sign, and 
forward an acceleration notice to the 
borrower. Thereafter, except where 
state law requires acceptance of de¬ 
faulted installments after acceleration, 
the County Supervisor will not accept 
payment of less than the full amount of 
the indebtedness but will notify the 
State Director of any such offer and ask 
for instructions. 

(6) Institution of foreclosure action. 
When the period provided by the ac¬ 
celeration notice ex piles, the following 
action will be taken: 

(i) If it is an insured loan case and 
the note is not held by FHA, the Finance 
Office will have the note assigned to 
FHA in accordance with Subpart G or 
Subpart H of this part, as appropriate. 

(ii) Title evidence required by the At¬ 
torney in Charge will be obtained and 
furnished to him so that he can issue his 
opinion as to whether FHA wUl acquire 
a title merchantable in fact if it is the 
successful bidder. 

(iii) Ordinarily, no curative action 
will be taken with respect to title defects 
before foreclosure sale. However, where 
for speoial reasons the &tate Director 
with the advice of the Attorney in 
Charge determines that it would be in 
the best interest of FHA to cure certain 
defects before the foreclosure sale, the 
State Director may authorize the neces¬ 
sary curative action. 

<iv) The Attorney in Charge will be 
requested to proceed with, or issue in¬ 
structions regarding, foreclosure. When 
it has been determined that a title mer¬ 
chantable in fact can be obtained, the 
Attorney in Charge will advise the 
County Supervisor, who will prepare and 
submit to the Finance Office Standard 
Form 1034 for payment of all real estate 
taxes and assessments (including water 
assessments to protect the right to use 
water) which are due and payable. 

(7) Maximum bid. The State Di¬ 
rector will establish the maximum 
amount of the FHA bid as either the es¬ 
timated resale value of the security or 
gross investment, whichever is less. 
The State Director will notify the County 
Supervisor of the maximum amount to 
be bid by the person authorized pursuant 
to subparagraph (8) of this paragraph. 
In court action foreclosures, the Attorney 
in Charge will inform the United States 
Attorney of the maximum amount rec¬ 
ommended by FHA to be bid. 

(i) The estimated resale value means 
the amount which the FHA can expect to 
realize from resale of the property in its 
present condition on terms of 20 percent 
down with the balance payable in five 
equal annual installments of principal 
plus interest at 5 percent per annum. 
The State Director will determine the 
estimated resale value after considering 
pertinent information, including the ap¬ 
praisal report. When the foreclosure 
sale is subject to any outstanding min¬ 
eral rights, easements, or other interests, 
these exceptions will be taken into con- 
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sidcration in arriving: at the estimated 
resale value. If there are title defects 
which are not to be cured and which, 
in the judgment of the State Director 
with the advice of the Attorney in 
Charge, will not make the title unmer¬ 
chantable in fact but will adversely afreet 
the value of the property, such title de¬ 
fects will also be taken into consideration 
in arriving at the estimated resale value. 
When the foreclosure is subject to a prior 
lien, the unpaid balance of the debt so 
secured will be deducted from the value 
otherwise determined. 

<ii) Gross investment means the ag¬ 
gregate amount of the PHA indebted¬ 
ness secured by the mortgage, including 
all advances made or to be made by FHA 
and charged to the mortgage debt before 
the foreclosure sale, plus the amount of 
any prior liens to be paid from the fore¬ 
closure sale proceeds, plus any costs, and 
plus any other items which must be paid 
from proceeds of the foreclosure sale 
before payment of the FHA mortgage 
debt. 

(8> Bidding. In cases where the es¬ 
timated resale value of the security is 10 
percent or more in excess of the gross in¬ 
vestment or in States where redemption 
is for bid price, and it is necessary to 
place a bid to protect the FHA’s interest, 
the only FHA bid made will be the au¬ 
thorized maximum. In all other cases 
the FHA bidder may engage in compet¬ 
itive bidding between 90 percent and 100 
percent of the authorized maximum bid, 
and judgment should dictate when he 
should cease bidding provided, however, 
the FHA bidder will begin bidding at 90 
percent of the authorized maximum if 
no one else bids that amount or more, 
will cease bidding as soon as another 
party bids 98 percent or more of the au¬ 
thorized maximum, and will not in any 
case bid in excess of the authorized max¬ 
imum. The' State Director or an em¬ 
ployee designated by him is authorized 
to bid on behalf of FHA. However, the 
prior concurrence of the National Office 
will be obtained before authorizing a bid 
which is to include an amount for pay¬ 
ment of a prior lien(s) exceeding $25,000. 
Ordinarily, the State Director will desig¬ 
nate the County Supervisor to bid on be¬ 
half of FHA unless circumstances make it 
necessary or advantageous to designate 
another FHA employee. 

(9) Leases acquired through fore¬ 
closure. If FHA is the successful bidder 
at a foreclosure sale made subject to an 
agricultural, mineral, or other lease in 
which the lessor's interest is acquired by 
FHA through the sale, the original or a 
copy of the lease will be submitted to the 
Finance Office for processing in accord¬ 
ance w r ith § 372.14(c) (8). If the lease is 
oral, it will be reduced to writing, using 
Form FHA-435. The County Supervisor 
will notify any lessee in writing that FHA 
has acquired the lessor's rights under the 
lease and will direct the lessee to remit 
all payments to the County Office. Pay¬ 
ments to FHA under a lease which by its 
terms were due and payable prior to the 
date of the foreclosure sale will be ap¬ 
plied first on any deficiency claim result¬ 
ing from the foreclosure and then on any 


other FHA claim against the borrower. 
Any surplus remaining will be remitted 
to the borrower. Payments due and pay¬ 
able to FHA after the date of foreclosure 
will be collected and forwarded to the 
Finance Office as miscellaneous income. 
Receipts for collections made in accord¬ 
ance with this paragraph will be issued 
to: “Lease proceeds from farm formerly 
owmed by (borrower’s name and case 
number) and leased to (name of lessee)." 

(10) Property insurance. Property 
insurance will be canceled in accordance 
with Part 306 of this chapter. 

§ '372.16 Assignment of direct loans. 

The policy prescribed in Subpart A of 
Part 371 of this chapter for assigning 
notes and security instruments shall 
apply to all direct loans secured by real 
estate. Payment of the FHA debt in full 
will be collected at the time the assigned 
instruments are delivered. 

§ 372.17 Release of valueless junior 
liens. 

A valueless FHA junior lien can be 
released without consideration - only 
W'hen requested by a prior lienholder and 
such release can be made only by the 
Comptroller General of the United 
States. 

(a) Action by prior lienholder. A 
prior lienholder requesting release of an 
FHA junior lien without consideration 
will submit the following: 

(1) Original and two copies of an ap¬ 
plication in narrative form, addressed 
to the FHA or an officer thereof. 

(2) Original and two copies of a state¬ 
ment of the account secured by each lien 
prior to the FHA lien sworn to by the 
lienholder or a duly authorized officer 
thereof. 

(3) Three photostat or certified copies 
of the FHA lien and of all liens superior 
thereto, including information as to the 
place and date of recording. 

(4) Original and two copies of a cer¬ 
tificate by the tax assessor or other 
appropriate public officer showing the 
assessed value of the property for the 
current tax year and the previous tax 
year and indicating the percentage of the 
full market value of the property on 
which the assessment was based. 

(5) Original and two copies of a cur¬ 
rent statement by the County Treasurer 
or other appropriate public officer show¬ 
ing the total amount of tax liens on the 
property .described in the FHA junior 
lien. 

(6) Original and two copies of the 
opinion of a trust officer or real estate 
officer of a bank, trust company, or title 
company, or of a qualified appraiser, as 
to the market value of the property, or 
if such an opinion is not available, the 
opinion of a reputable local real estate 
dealer or broker. 

(b) Action by State Director. If the 
foregoing information indicates that the 
FHA junior lien is valueless, the State 
Director will obtain a present market 
value appraisal of the security. If, after 
considering all information, the State 
Director finds that the FHA lien is value¬ 


less. he will submit his findings to the 
National Office.

§ 372.18 Hcdclcgalion of authority* 

The State Director is authorized to re¬ 
delegate in writing any authority dele¬ 
gated to the State Director in this part, 
except authority to execute documents or 
instruments which may be recorded or 
filed for record, to one or more of the 
following State Office employees: Chief, 
Real Estate Loans; Chief, Operating 
Loans; Chief, Program Operations; Pro¬ 
gram Loan Officer; Real Estate Loan 
Officer; Operating Loan Officer.

§ 421.3439 Availability. 

(a) Area and scope. The reseal pro¬ 
gram will be available wherever soybeans 
are grown in the continental United 
States: Provided, however . That such 
program will be available only where 
the ASC State committee determines 
that there may be a shortage of storage 
space, that soybeans can be safely stored 
on the farm for the period of the reaseal 
loan and that it will be advantageous to 
producers and C.C.C.. to permit producers 
to obtain reseal loans. This program 
provides, under certain circumstances, 
for the extension of 1958-crop farm- 
storage loans and the making of farm- 
storage loans on 1958-crop soybeans cov¬ 
ered by purchase agreements. Neither 
warehouse-storage loans nor purchase 
agreements will be available to producers 
under this program. 

(b) Time. (1) The producer who de¬ 
sires to participate in the reseal loan 
program must file an application for a 
farm-storage reseal loan with the office 
of the county committee. 

(2) In the case of a farm-storage loan, 
the producer will be required to apply 
for extension of his loan before the final 
date for delivery specified in the delivery 
instructions issued to him by the office 
of the county committee. 

(3) The producer who signed a pur¬ 
chase agreement on farm-stored soy¬ 
beans is required under the 1958-Crop 
Soybean Price Support Program, to 
notify the office of the county committee 
not later than May 31, 1959, if he intends 
to sell the soybeans to CCC. If the 
producer has notified the office of the 
county committee, on or before May 31, 
1959, of his intention to sell the soybeans 
to CCC. or to participate in this pro¬ 
gram, he may obtain a reseal farm- 
storage loan on the soybeans. If the pro¬ 
ducer has not requested delivery 
instructions, the loan documents must 
be executed on or before August 31, 1959. 

(c) Source and disbursement of loans . 
A producer desiring to participate in the 
reseal loan program should make appli¬ 
cation to the office of the county com¬ 
mittee w r hich approved his loan or 
purchase agreement. Disbursements of 


loans completed on soybeans covered by 
purchase agreements shall be made to 
producers by county offices by means of 
sight drafts drawn on CCC within 15 
days after execution of the loan docu¬ 
ments. The drawing of a draft shall 
constitute disbursement. Disbursement 
shall not be made unless the soybeans 
are in existence and in good condition. 
If the soybeans were not in existence 
and in good condition at the time of dis¬ 
bursement, the total amount disbursed 
under the loan shall be promptly re¬ 
funded by the producer. In the event 
the amount disbursed exceeds the 
amount authorized under this subpart, 
the producer shall be personally liable 
for repayment of the amount of such 
excess. 

§ 421.3440 Eligible producer. 

An eligible producer shall be an indi¬ 
vidual, partnership, association, corpora¬ 
tion, estate, trust, or other business en¬ 
terprise. or legal entity, and whenever 
applicable, a State, political subdivision 
of a State, or any agency thereof, pro¬ 
ducing soybeans in 1958 as landowner, 
landlord, tenant, or sharecropper, who 
either completed a farm-storage loan or 
signed a purchase agreement covering 
soybeans of the 1958 crop. In the case 
of joint loans, each person signing the 
note shall be held jointly and severally 
responsible for the loan. Where the 
county office has experienced difficulties 
in settling farm-storage loans with a 
producer, the county committee shall 
determine that he is not eligible for a 
reseal loan under this program.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

The Terms and Conditions of the Flour 
Export Program—Cash Payment (GR- 
346) (21 F.R. 8741), as amended (22 F.R. 
6641) and (23 F.R. 1715) are further 
amended as follows: 

1. Section 483.201 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.201 General statement. 

In order to encourage the sale and 
exportation by commercial exporters of 
flour processed in the United States or 
Puerto Rico from w’heat produced in the 
United States, and in order to exercise 
the rights, obtain the benefits and fulfill 
the obligations of the United States 
under the International Wheat Agree¬ 
ment, the Commodity Credit Corpora¬ 
tion (referred to in this subpart as CCC) 
offers to make cash payments to export¬ 
ers under the terms and conditions stated 
in this subpart. The program will be 
administered by the Commodity Stabili¬ 


zation Service, United States Department 
of Agriculture, and information pertain¬ 
ing to the program may be obtained from 
any of the CSS offices listed in § 483.280. 

2. Section 483.205(a) is amended to 
read as follows: 

§ 483.205 General condition* of eligi¬ 
bility. 

(a) Payment under this program will 
be made to an exporter in connection 
with the net quantity of flour exported 
from the United States or Puerto Rico, 
to a designated country and the net 
quantity of flour in customs bond in 
Canada exported in like manner from 
Canadian ports, excluding West Coast 
Canadian ports, pursuant to a sale to a 
foreign buyer for w r hich the exporter re¬ 
ceives a Notice of Registration from the 
Director, Grain Division, Commodity 
Stabilization Service (referred to in this 
subpart as the Director), in accordance 
with § 483.236, subject to the terms and 
conditions set forth in this subpart. The 
term “foreign buyer” or “foreign buyer 
in the country of destination” as referred 
to in this subpart, shall include the 
Army and Air Force Exchange Service 
purchasing flour for shipment to instal¬ 
lations abroad. Payment also will be 
made to an exporter on flour exported 
prior to sale and for which the exporter 
has received a Notice of Registration 
from the Director, subject to the terms 
and conditions of this subpart, particu¬ 
larly § 483.209. 

3. Section 483.205(d) is amended to 
read as follows: 

§ 483.205 General conditions of eligi¬ 
bility. 

• • ♦ • • 

(d) A sale which involves flour de¬ 
rived in whole or in part from w*heat 
produced outside the United States, or 
flour milled outside the United States 
or Puerto Rico, is not eligible for regis¬ 
tration under the program. However, 
in the event the Director determines that 
ineligible flour is exported unintention¬ 
ally, payment may be made but only on 
that portion which it is established to 
his satisfaction was milled in the United 
States or Puerto Rico from wheat pro¬ 
duced in the United States. 

4. Section 483.210 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.210 Reentry or diversion. 

If any quantity of flour shipped under 
this subpart is unloaded in the United 
States including Hawaii, or Canada, or 
Puerto Rico prior to being imported into 
some country other than the United 
States or Canada, or is diverted to an¬ 
other country w r hile enroute, payment 
may be withheld or if payment already 
has been made, the exporter may be re¬ 
quired to make refund as deemed appro¬ 
priate by the Vice President. CCC: 
Provided. That if such flour is lost, de¬ 
stroyed or damaged, the amount of the 
payment withheld or refund required 
shall not exceed the amount realized or 
which might reasonably be realized by 
the exporter over the price at which it 
was sold to the designated country. The 
exporter shall notify the Director imme¬ 
diately upon becoming cognizant of any 
unloading or diversion of flour with re- 
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spect to which payment may be withheld 
or refund required under this section and 
furnish information as to the condition 
of such flour and any claim he may have 
in connection with any damage or loss 
thereto or destruction thereof. 

5. Section 483.287 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.287 Flour. 

“Flour” means wheat flour processed 
in the United States or Puerto Rico from 
wheat as defined in the Official Grain 
Standards of the United States and 
grown in the United States, including 
semolina, farina and bulgur, but shall 
not include wheat products produced 
during a continuing process of manu¬ 
facturing processed wheat products 
other than flour or flour mixes which 
are composed principally of wheat flour. 
As used in this subpart, the word bulgur 
means the food product prepared by 
scouring, tempering, cooking (steaming 
under pressure), drying, removing the 
bran coat and grinding into granular 
form and screening to various size gran¬ 
ules. The quantity of flour exported 
which is eligible for export payment shall 
be determined by deducting from the 
net weight of the shipment, the weight 
of any enrichment, or other additive 
(including Creta Praeperasa), in excess 
of one-half of one percent of the com¬ 
bined net weight of the flour and addi¬ 
tive. 

6. Section 483.288 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.288 Export. 

“Export” means a shipment from the 
continental United States or Puerto Rico 
to a designated country as specified in 
§ 483.206. Flour shall be deemed to have 
been exported on the date which appears 
pn the applicable on-board ocean carrier 
bill of lading, or, if shipment to the desig¬ 
nated country is by truck or rail, the date 
the shipment clears United States Cus¬ 
toms, or the latest date appearing on the 
Loading Tally sheet or similar documents 
where loss, destruction or damage occurs 
subsequent to loading aboard ocean car¬ 
rier but prior to issuance of on-board 
bill of lading. 

7. Section 483.289 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.289 Exporter. 

“Exporter” means any individual, cor¬ 
poration, partnership, association or 
other business entity, which is located 
and maintains a business organization 
within the continental United States or 
Puerto Rico, and w hich is a contracting 
party in the foreign sale reported under 
§ 483.235. The term “exporter” shall be 
deemed to include a commercial firm sell¬ 
ing flour to the Army and Air Force Ex¬ 
change Service for export regardless of 
whether exportation is actually made by 
the commercial firm or by »iie Exchange 
Service. 

8. Section 483.290 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§ 483.290 Ocean carrier. 

“Ocean carrier” means the vessel on 
which shipment from the United States, 


Puerto Rico or Canada, other than ship¬ 
ments between such countries, is ex¬ 
ported pursuant to a sale registered un¬ 
der this program.

(a) Findings. (1) Pursuant to the 
marketing agreement, as amended, and 
Order No. 55, as amended (7 CFR Part

California: and in that part of Riverside 
County, California, situated south and 
east of White Water, California, effec¬

(2) It is hereby further found that it 
is impracticable and contrary to the pub¬ 
lic interest to give preliminary notice, 
engage in public rule-making procedure, 
and postpone the effective date of this 
section until 30 days after publication 
thereof in the Federal Register (60 Stat. 
237; 5 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.) because the 
time intervening between the date when 
information upon which this section is 
based became available and the time 
when this section must become effective 
in order to effectuate the declared policy 
of the act is insufficient; a reasonable 
time is permitted, under the circum¬ 
stances, for preparation for such effec¬ 
tive time; and good cause exists for 
making the provisions hereof effective 
not later than March 22, 1959. Ship¬ 
ments of grapefruit, grown as aforesaid, 
have been subject to regulation by grades 
and sizes, pursuant to the amended mar¬ 
keting agreement and order, since Oc¬ 
tober 13. 1958, and will so continue until 
March 22, 1959; the recommendation 


and supporting information for con¬ 
tinued regulation subsequent to March 
21, 1959, were promptly submitted to the 
Department after an open meeting of 
the Administrative Committee on March 
12, 1959; such meeting was held to 
consider recommendations for regula¬ 
tion, after giving due notice of such 
meeting, and interested persons were 
afforded an opportunity to submit their 
views at this meeting; the provisions of 
this section, including the effective time 
thereof, are identical with the aforesaid

Persons desiring to mail parcels or 
postal union mail packages to Brazil 
should be informed that most commodi¬ 
ties are subject to customs duty equal 
to or higher than their value, even if sent 
as gifts, and it is necessary for the ad¬ 
dressee to make two or more trips to the 
post office to obtain delivery. Also, each 
parcel must be accompanied by an im¬ 
port permit which the addressee must 
obtain in advance and send to the mailer 
to be enclosed in the parcel. Only books 
and magazines in single copies mailed 
as printed matter are admitted as gifts 
free of duty and without import permits. 
To be admitted as gifts, packages must 
be addressed to individuals, not to firms. 

Gift parcels valued over $25 and all 
commercial parcels must also be accom¬ 
panied by commercial shipping docu¬ 
ments w hich the sender must have legal¬ 
ized by a Brazilian consulate at a fee of

The value of the Colombian peso has 
been subject to variation in accordance 
with exchange regulations. Unless a 
mailer is satisfied that his parcel will not 
be valued at more than 100 pesos by 
the Colombian customs authorities, he 
should make inquiry of the nearest 
Colombian Consulate, giving the nature 
and value of the articles he desires to 
send, to ascertain what import docu¬ 
ments will be required. 

The addressees in Colombia are re¬ 
quired to obtain import licenses in order 
to secure delivery of parcels. For a par¬ 
cel exceeding 100 pesos in value the ad¬ 
dressee is required to send a copy of the 
import license to the sender, who must 
submit it to the Colombian Consul when 
obtaining the consular invoice. If a 
sender receives a copy of a Colombian 
import license for a parcel whose value 
does not exceed 100 pesos, he must return 
it to the addressee in Colombia. Parcels 
will not be delivered unless import li¬ 
censes have been issued for them. 
Senders must endorse the wrapper and 
customs declaration of each parcel “Ad¬ 
dressee has import license.** 

Parcels mailed simultaneously by the 
same sender to the same addressee at one 
address and not mailed as a “group ship¬ 
ment” must, nevertheless, be marked in 
the following manner, in order that cus¬ 
toms officials in Colombia may more 
readily ascertain the combined value of 
the parcels contained in a single mailing. 

Each parcel comprised in a single 
mailing must bear a fractional number, 
the numerator of which indicates the 
number of the parcel and the denomi¬ 
nator the number of parcels comprised 
in the mailing. For example, if a single 
mailing were comriosed of 15 parcels they 
would be numbered 1/15, 2/15. 3/15, etc. 
Each such parcel would be required to 
bear two customs declarations and one 
dispatch note. 

Parcels may be addressed to banks or 
other organizations for ultimate delivery 
to second addressees. The latter how¬ 
ever may not take delivery without writ¬ 
ten authority from the first addressee, 
unless the sender arranges for change of 
address as provided in Part 127.

Arms, etc. Firearms of all kinds, parts 
and accessories therefor, and apparatus 
for loading ammunition.

When there is no Cuban consul at the 
place where the parcel Is mailed, no con¬ 
sular invoice is required.

Par¬ 
cels addressed “Germany—Russian 
Zone” or “Germany—Soviet Zone’* may 
be returned to origin. Persons desiring 
to mail parcels to eastern Germany 
should be advised accordingly. 

Gift parcels are limited to 22 pounds 
in weight, must be mailed by individuals 
to individuals, and must contain only 
articles for the personal use of the ad¬ 
dressee or members of his family. Only 
12 gift parcels may be received by one 
addressee within any one year. 

No gift parcel may contain any articles 
in tin cans or other hermetically sealed 
containers. They may not contain 
phonograph records, tape recordings, 
photographic films, plates or paper, geo¬ 
graphic maps, postage stamps, or chil¬ 
dren’s toys of military nature. No such 
parcel may contain more than 8% 
ounces of coffee, 8% ounces of cocoa, 
10 l /2 ounces of chocolate (including 
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chocolate-covered candy) and/or 1% 
ounces of tobacco products. Each gift 
parcel must be marked on the outside 
“Geschenksendung, keine Handelsware” 
(Gift shipment—no commercial goods). 

Medicines may not be sent unless a 
prescription for them issued by an East 
German licensed physician is included in 
the parcel. 

Gift parcels complying with the fore¬ 
going are subject to customs duty at nor¬ 
mal rates. Parcels not complying there¬ 
with may be returned to origin, confis¬ 
cated or charged with double duty in 
accordance with East German customs 
regulations.

(a) Bona fide unsolicited gift parcels 
addressed to individuals. All such par¬ 
cels must be endorsed by the senders 
with the words “Unsolicited Gift/* A 
gift is not regarded by the British serv¬ 
ice as unsolicited if it is received as a 
result of a prior communication sent by 
the recipient to the donor. While par¬ 
cels sent as gifts do not require a British 
import license, they may, nevertheless, 
be subject to customs duty and, in some 
cases, to the United Kingdom purchase 
tax, which the addressee must pay in 
order to obtain delivery of the parcel. 
Ordinary (uninsured) gift parcels con¬ 
taining exclusively food, soap, and/or 
second-hand clothing will not be re¬ 
turned to the senders unless the latter 
have given instructions on the relative 
customs declaration (Form 2966) that 
the parcels are to be returned if they 
prove to be undeliverable as addressed. 

(b) All other parcels . All acceptable 
merchandise not sent as an unsolicited 
gift will be admitted into the United 
Kingdom only under a license which the 
importer must obtain from the Import 
Licensing Department of the Board of 
Trade. All parcels not coming within 
the requirements set forth in paragraph 
(a) above for “Unsolicited gift parcels** 
will be regarded as having been accepted 
with the understanding that the respon¬ 
sibility for previously determining that 
the articles sent will be admitted and for 
obtaining the required import license 
rests with the sender and addressee, and 
the Post Office Department will assume 
no responsibility arising from the failure 
or the inability of the addressee to pro¬ 
duce the import license. 

Parcels containing articles subject to 
ad valorem duty should have an invoice 
enclosed showing the contents in detail 
and value of each article, and the parcel 
should be marked on the address side 
“Invoice enclosed'*. When the invoice 
relates to the contents of more than one 
parcel, each parcel is to be marked “In¬ 
voice enclosed in parcel No.-**.

total cubic content left in each con¬ 
tainer; the wrapper must be marked by 
the sender indicating that the flash point 
is not lower than 90° F.

§ 405.25 Scope and effect of suhpart. 

This subpart establishes the supple¬ 
mental procedures which will be followed 
by the Bureaus and Offices of the Agency 
in rule making proceedings and in grant¬ 
ing or denying exemptions from rules and 
regulations, as provided in Subpart B of 
this part. It also designates the Bureau 
or Office which is empowered to act for 
the Administrator in connection there¬ 
with. This part does not include the pro¬ 
cedures to be followed in rule making 
proceedings conducted under the author¬ 
ity of section 307(a) of the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Act of 1958. 

§ 405.26 Processing of petitions for rule 
iiiuking. 

Upon receipt of a petition for rule 
making, a copy thereof will be referred 
for action as provided in § 405.14 and this 
subpart to the Bureau or Office having 
substantive responsibility for the subject 
matter involved. The original of the 
petition will be retained in the official 
rule making docket of the Agency main¬ 
tained in the Office of the General 
Counsel. 

§ 405.27 Issuance of notice of proposed 
rule making. 

When it is determined that a notice 
of proposed rule making is necessary or 
desirable, the head of the appropriate 
Bureau or Office will issue, subject to the 
approval of the General Counsel as to 
its form and legality, the notice provided 
for in § 405.12. The head of such Bureau 
or Office may also grant or deny requests 
to extend the time specified in the notice 
for the submission of data, views or argu¬ 
ments in response thereto. A copy of 
the notice and the grant or denial of a 
request to extend the time specified in 
the notice will be made a part of the 
official rule making docket. 

§ 405.28 Proceedings subsequent to 
notice of proposed rule making. 

(a) All written data, view's or argu¬ 
ments submitted in response to a notice 
of proposed rule making or in the course 
of additional rule making proceedings 
in connection therewith shall be filed 
with the number of copies specified in 
the notice. Upon receipt by the Agency, 
a copy will be forwarded to the Bureau 
or Office issuing the notice and the orig¬ 
inal will be retained in the official rule 
making docket. 

(b) When the head of the appropriate 
Bureau or Office determines that addi¬ 
tional rule making proceedings of the 
type provided for in § 405.17 are neces¬ 
sary or desirable, he may designate rep¬ 
resentatives to conduct such proceedings. 
A full report of any such proceeding will 
be included in the official rule making 
docket. 


§ 405.20 Adoption and publication of 
final rule. 

After the appropriate Bureau or Office 
has completed its analysis and evalu¬ 
ation of the data, views and arguments 
submitted in support of a proposed rule, 
representatives of such Bureau or Office 
and the Office of the General Counsel 
will prepare, subject to the approval of 
the General Counsel as to form and 
legality, an appropiate rule. Thereafter 
such rule will be submitted, together with 
the recommendations of the head of the 
Bureau or Office and the General Coun¬ 
sel to the Administrator for his consider¬ 
ation and adoption. If adopted, the rule 
will be published in the Federal Register 
and a copy included in the official rule 
making docket. 

§ 405.30 ^ Denial of petition.* for rule 
making. 

When it has been determined that a 
petition for rule making filed in accord¬ 
ance with § 405.13 should be denied the 
appropriate Bureau or Office will pre¬ 
pare, subject to the approval of the Gen¬ 
eral Counsel as to form and legality, a 
notice of denial for the signature of the 
Administrator. A copy of such notice 
will be included in the official rule 
making docket. 

§ 405.31 Exemptions. 

(a) Processing of petitions. Upon re¬ 
ceipt of a petition for exemption from the 
requirements of any rule or regulation 
prescribed under Titles III and VI of 
the Federal Aviation Act of 1958, a copy 
of the petition will be referred to the 
Bureau or Office having substantive re¬ 
sponsibility for the subject matter in¬ 
volved for action pursuant to § 405.20. 
The orginal of the petition will be re¬ 
tained in the official rule making docket. 
The head of the appropriate Bureau or 
Office, subject to the approval of the 
General Counsel as to form and legality, 
may grant or deny the petition. In the 
event that the head of the Bureau or 
Office finds that the grant or denial of 
such petition involves a technical or 
policy determination which should be 
made by the Administrator, he will refer 
the petition together with his recom¬ 
mendations and those of the General 
Counsel to the Administrator for final 
action. 

(b) Notification of the grant or denial. 
Whenever a petition for exemption is 
granted or denied the Bureau or Office 
having substantive responsibility for the 
subject matter of the petition will pre¬ 
pare, subject to the approval of the 
General Counsel as to form and legality, 
a notice to the petitioner of the action 
taken. A copy of such notice will be 
included in the official rule making 
docket.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

This amendment to Part 507 contains 
the Airworthiness Directives amended or 
issued during December 1958 and Janu¬ 
ary 1959. Individual notice of the Air¬ 
worthiness Directives contained herein 
has been given to operators and other 
interested persons who are subscribers 
to a Federal Aviation Agency mailing 
service.

(1) Prior to every flight and refueling, 
visually inspect both sides of the P/N 
55008 and 55012 tall rotor blade skin for 
cracks in the area of the outer tension-tor- 
sion bar retention bolt and the six adjacent 
rivet holes or rivets installed through the 
outer end of the root fitting. Paint must be 
removed from the areas to facilitate inspec¬ 
tion. 

(2) Prior to the next fifty hours of flight 
time and every fifty hours thereafter Inspect 
the above area for cracks by dye or fluores¬ 
cent penetrant methods.

(6) For all helicopters, upon Installation 
of the improved tail rotor blades P/N 55064, |n 
accordance with Hiller Service Bulletin No. 
80. and accomplishment of items (4) or (5) 
above, the special inspections called for in 
items (1) and (2) above are no longer 
required.

58-24-3 North American. Applies to All 
Model T-28A Aircraft Certificated In The 
Restricted Category. 

Compliance required as indicated. 

(1) Every 860 hours of operation or after 
overspeeding in excess of 2,880 r.pjn. or over- 
boosting the engine in excess of engine man¬ 
ufacturer’s limits, the engine must be over¬ 
hauled. 

(2) Every 1,200 flying hours the engine- 
driven fuel pump and the fuel booster pump 
must be overhauled. 

(3) Every 860 flying hours the engine- 
driven hydraulic pump must be overhauled. 

(4) At 300 hours of operation, all pro¬ 
pellers, regardless of serial number, must be 
disassembled. Inspected, and reworked in ac¬ 
cordance with Technical Order 3H3-3-512. 
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Also, If the engine must be changed because 
of overspeeding In excess of 2,880 r.pjn.. the 
propeller and regulator must be completely 
disassembled, all steel parts must be mag¬ 
netically Inspected, and all other parts given 
a close visual inspection. The propeller must 
be removed from service and scrapped after 
1.500 hours of operation. This Is based on 
the service record of the propeller from a 
vibration and fatigue standpoint.

Revisions to the airplane 
flight manuals for Models 745D and 810 in¬ 
clude instructions to the pilot for making 
the necessary checks. 

(Vickers Modification Bulletin No. D2858 
for 745D and F01487 for 810 cover the same 
subject.) 

(2) Periodic checking to assure proper 
calibration of the detector vane and correct 
functioning of the deicing heater are also 
required. 

(Technical News Sheet No. 212 for 745D 
and 69 for 810 cover the same subject.) 

58-25-1 Convair. Applies to All Convalr 
Model 240 Series Aircraft. 

Compliance required as indicated. 

During a recent inspection of a Convalr 
240 aircraft, six rivets out of the total of 
eight attaching P/N 3540311 to the left hand 
elevator torque tube were found sheared. In 
order to assure airworthiness of the aircraft, 
the following action is to be taken. 

Note: A previous Convair service bulletin, 
issued as a result of a number of reports of 
rivet failures in this area, recommends re¬ 
placement of the original rivets with steel 
rivets. This replacement had not been ac¬ 
complished In the case mentioned above. 

(1) Compliance required as soon as pos¬ 
sible but not later than the next 25 hours of 
operation and every 300 hours thereafter 
until modified In accordance with item (2) 
below. Inspect the 240-3540311 flange fitting 
attachment to the elevator torque tube, left 
and right side, for looseness and sheared 
rivets. If looseness or any sheared rivets are 
found, compliance with item (2) below re¬ 
quired prior to further flight. 

(2) Compliance, required not later than 
the next major overhaul. Replace the eight 
AN 470-D8 rivets attaching the flange fitting 
P/N 240-3540311 to the torque tube, left and 
right side, with eight Q4311-C9-12 steel, 
drilled shank, rivets or equivalent. Eight 
close tolerance corrosion resistant steel bolts 
or four close tolerance corrosion resistant 
steel bolts and four oversized rivets are ac¬ 
ceptable equivalents.

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58-25-2 Curtiss Propellers. Applies to 
Curtiss C634S-C300, C634S-C400 and 
C634S-C500 Series Propellers.

Excessive wear of power unit motor and 
mating speed reducer splines in Curtiss 
C634S-C300, C634S-C400 and C634S-C500 

series propellers has been observed at a time 
short of a full overhaul period. Accordingly, 
inspect rotor assembly P/N 113330 and drive 
sleeve P/N 102664 splines at each mid pro¬ 
peller overhaul or each 1,000-1/250 hours fly¬ 
ing time whichever comes first. Inspect as 
directed in Curtiss-Wright Corporation Pro¬ 
peller Division Letter to all operators of 
Lockheed 749 and 1049 series aircraft dated 
December 5, 1958. Worn parts must be 
replaced. 

58-25-3 Fairchild. Applies to All Model 
F-27 Aircraft. 

Compliance required as indicated. 

Due to recent report of loss of wing to 
fuselage fairing P/N 27-100102-1 and 27- 
100103-1 on Fairchild F-27 in flight, a dally 
inspection of wing to fuselage fairing both 
right and left should be made pending in¬ 
vestigation for permanent fix. Inspect for 
evidence of cracks or looseness around screws 
and grommets. If either evident. Install 
AN970-3 washer and use washer head screw 
P N AN525-10R9 in place of AN509-10R9. 
Caution should be used not to over tighten 
screws as cracks may develop. 

58-25-4 Helio. Applies to Models H-391B 
And H-3G5 Aircraft Incorporating Three 
Fin Hinge Attachments. 

Compliance required not later than next 
100 hours operation or March 31, 1959, which¬ 
ever occurs first. 

Failure of the fin upper hinge attachment 
has been reported. Accordingly, the follow¬ 
ing inspection and replacement programs are 
required: Inspect the fin top hinge and 
attachment details. Cracked parts must be 
replaced; uncracked parts may be reinstalled. 
In any case, new reinforcement gussets (P/N 
391-022-001-16) must be Installed. 

(Helio Service Bulletin No. 18 covers this 
subject.) 

58-25-5 Piper. Applies to Model PA-24 Air¬ 
craft Serial Numbers 1 Through 336. 

Compliance required by February 1, 1959. 

It has been determined that an unsafe con¬ 
dition exists with respect to the door latch 
arrangement of the aircraft affected. At 
present it is not possible to open the cabin 
door from the inside If it has been locked 
on the outside. In order to preclude occu¬ 
pants becoming Inadvertently locked inside 
the cabin of PA-24 aircraft in the case of 
some emergency, the main cabin door latch 
assembly must be modified to permit opening 
the door from inside the aircraft under all 
conditions. Item No. 1 of Piper Service 
Letter No. 305 dated October 1. 1958. presents 
an acceptable method of modifying the air¬ 
craft. 

58-26-1 Bell. Applies to All Bell Model 
47G-2 And 47J Helicopters With Engine 
Cooling Fan Index Plate Assembly, P/N 
47-661-801-5, Installed. 

Compliance required within next 25 hours 
of operation. 

Fabricating procedures used on the engine 
cooling fan index plate assembly, P/N 47- 
661-801-5, which involve silver brazing have 
resulted in a possible defective bond between 
the fan index plate and the fan shaft. To 
prevent failure of this Joint, all Models 47G-2 
and 47J helicopters having silver brazed index 
plate assemblies must be reworked as indi¬ 
cated below: 

(1) Locate the longitudinal center line of 
portion of the 47-6G9-117-5 shaft on which 
the fan mounts and drill one 0.2130-inch 
diameter hole (blind) 0.63 inch deep through 
the 47-669-106-5 or -7 index plate and into 
the end of 47-669-117-5 fan shaft. 


(2) Locate the intersections of a line be¬ 
tween the two end indexing holes and the 
end of the 47-669-117-5 shaft which projects 
through the Indexing plate and drill 0/2130- 
inch diameter holes. 

(3) Tap all three holes using a %- 
28UNF3A tap and install AN4H4A bolts and 
AN960-416 washers. Safety wire the heads 
of all three holes with AN995C32 lockwire. 

Model 47G-2 helicopters, Serial Numbers 
2213, 2214. 2229. 2230, 2231, 2232, 2235 and 
subsequent, and Model 47J helicopters.

These may be identified by a 
l A -Inch deep by 0.56-tnch diameter counter¬ 
bore in the aft end of the engine cooling 
fan shaft. A flashlight and mirror are needed 
to determine the existence of the counter- 
bore. 

(Bell Mandatory Service Bulletin No. 126SB 
dated October 2, 1958, covers this same 
subject.) 

58-26-2 Bell. Applies to All Model 47 
Series Helicopters Equipped With Mar- 
vel-Schebler Automatic Altitude Com¬ 
pensating Carburetor Model MA4-5AA. 

Compliance required within next 25 hours 
of operation. 

With a Marvel-Schebler Model MA4-5AA 
carburetor installed, it is possible to start 
and run the engine with the carburetor 
mixture control in the idle cutoff position if 
the throttle is partially or fully opened. 
However, as soon as the throttle is fully 
closed, the idle cutoff will operate and shut 
off the engine. Therefore, it would be pos¬ 
sible to start the engine, take off, and fly 
with the mixture in idle cutoff as long as 
the throttle is never closed. The first time 
the throttle is closed, however, as in auto- 
rotatlon, an immediate engine stoppage 
would occur. 

To prevent inadvertent engine stoppage in 
flight due to failure to place the carburetor 
mixture control In the "auto” position before 
take-off, the following must be accomplished: 

(a) For Models 47D-1, 47G, 47G-2, 47H-1, 
and 47J, spring load the cockpit mixture 
control to the rich or “auto” position by in¬ 
stalling a tension spring (Bell P/N 47-631- 
226-1 or equivalent) between the mixture 
control cable support bracket (P/N 47-631- 
125-18) adjacent to the control quadrant 
and the control cable end of the quadrant 
mixture control lever.

These 
generators have been replaced by an Im¬ 
proved generator, P/N 903J826-4. 

Inspect Westlnghouse P/N 903J826-4 at the 
first removal or by 500 hours, whichever 
comes first, to determine that the bearing 
support in the mounting bracket is secure 
with no evidence of looseness or failed rivets. 

(Fairchild Service Bulletin 24^1 covers the 
same subject.) 


56-1-1 Convair. Applies to All CV-240 ond 
CV-340 Aircraft And To Convair 440 
Serial Nos. 312 Through 502. 

Compliance required as follows: CV-440 
aircraft not later than December 31, 1958;

In-flight fire experience and fire to?ts on 
the Convair engine nacelle have shown the 
need for further improvement In detecting 
fires originating in zones one and two. Ad¬ 
ditional continuous type detector coverage 
was provided In production CV-440 aircraft 
for the zone one bellmouth and zone two 
chimney areas.

Part n. (1) Replace all existing non- 
fireproof flammable fluid system lines and 
fittings in each zone three wheel well area 
with similar lines and fittings constructed 
of fireproof material or otherwise qualified 
as fireproof. This extends to the following: 
/ a. The aircraft hydraulic system supply 
lines and fittings to the engine driven pump. 

b. The engine driven pump supply, re¬ 
turn and control lines and fittings of those 
aircraft equipped with an integral oil supply 
for the cabin supercharger hydraulic 
system. 

c. Tlie hydraulic supply lines and fittings 
from the reservoir to the shutoff valve of 
those aircraft equipped with a separate tank 
supply for the cabin supercharger com¬ 
pressor. 

(2) Provide additional fire protection to 
those components of flammable fluid systems 
in each zone three wheel well area as speci¬ 
fied below: 

a. Shroud the fuel system firewall shut¬ 
off valve, the fuel strainer and boost pump 
body with fireproof material or shroud the 
fuel tank valve and motor with fireproof 
material and install fireproof electrical cable 
for this component In the wheel well area. 

b. Shroud the firewall shutoff valves for 
the engine, cabin supercharger and hydraulic 
oil systems with fireproof materials. 

c. As an alternate to the fireproof shroud¬ 
ing required by items (2) a and b above, the 
components specified above may be qualified 
as fireproof by test. In which case test pro¬ 
posals shall be submitted to the FAA Re¬ 
gional Office In Los Angeles for approval. In 
general, this test must subject the component 
to an enveloping fire of 2000° F. under simu¬ 
lated operating pressure and vibratory condi¬ 
tions of the installation. Shutoff valves 
must remain operable for a 5-minute period 
and continue to withstand lire without leak¬ 
age for an additional 10 minutes. Other com¬ 
ponents must withstand fire under similar 
environmental conditions for 15 minutes 
without leakage.

Aircraft. 

Compliance required as Indicated. 

There have been several Incidents of the 
engine cowling moving forward in flight and 
striking the propeller. This has been caused 
by incorrect installation of the cowling on 
its mountings. In order to prevent incorrect 
installation of the cowling more positive 
means of Indexing and alining must be pro¬ 
vided. Pending* Installation of these means, 
special inspections are established. 

(1) Effective at next cowl removal, unless 
modification per paragraph (2) below has 
already been accomplished, perform a special 
inspection each time any segment of cowl 
is removed and replaced to assure that cowl 
indexing means are in satisfactory condition 
and that cowling is properly positioned. 

(2) Not later than November 1, 1959, install 
improved supports for indexing and alining 


the top, left-, and right-hand cowling seg¬ 
ments of each of the four powerplants. 
Douglas Service Bulletin No. 131 dated 
August 21, 1956. revised February 5, 1958, 
covers an acceptable means of accomplishing 
this change.

FAA tele¬ 
graphic instructions of January 9, 1959. 
covered this subject.

PART 24—CUSTOMS FINANCIAL AND

Car, Compartment, and Package 
Seals 

Under certain conditions it may be 
advantageous for collectors of customs 
to issue quantities of Tyden in-bond red 6 
ball or Tyden in-transit blue ball seals 
from a carrier's stock, in addition to the 
seals needed for immediate use. 

Also, some collectors report it is ad¬ 
vantageous to permit commercial asso¬ 
ciations not qualified as bonded common 
carriers to purchase red Tyden in-bond 
seals for bonded common carrier mem¬ 
bers. The seals are required to be stored 
in a customs lockup until issued in quan¬ 
tities sufficient for the immediate re¬ 
quirements of the members. A record 
is kept by customs identifying the car¬ 
rier of each shipment for which the seals 
are used and the serial numbers of the 
seals used thereon. Under these circum¬ 
stances, the Bureau has no objection to 
the approval by collectors of purchases 
of red in-bond and blue in-transit seals 
by a reliable commercial association or 
comparable representative for members 
entitled to use them. 

To provide for such procedures. 5 24.13 
of the Customs regulations Is amended as 
follows: 

Paragraph (c) is amended by inserting 
“or their commercial associations or 
comparable representatives approved by 
the collector (see paragraph (f) of this 
section)’* after “Carriers of merchan¬ 
dise” in the first sentence and by sub- 
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stituting "the purchaser" for "the car¬ 
rier" in the second sentence. 

The last sentence of paragraph (d) is 
deleted, paragraph (e) is redesignated 
paragraph <f), and the following new 
paragraph (e) inserted: 

(e) Except as hereinafter provided, 
only such quantities of seals as are re¬ 
quired for the immediate use of a car¬ 
rier shall be issued from the stock in 
customs custody. Where the needs of a 
port justify the issuance of larger quan¬ 
tities of red Tyden in-bond or blue Tyden 
in-transit seals and the collector is sat¬ 
isfied that a larger quantity may be 
safely issued upon the carrier’s under¬ 
taking to account for the use made of 
the seals, he may, upon written applica¬ 
tion of the carrier, approve the issuance 
of a quantity sufficient to meet the car¬ 
rier’s needs for such period as he deems 
reasonable and proper. In such appli¬ 
cation the carrier shall agree to store 
the seals in a well-protected place ap¬ 
proved by the collector and to keep and 
provide information, in the form, time, 
and manner prescribed by the collector, 
showing the use of the seals issued to it. 
As used in this regulation, the term 
"carrier” does not include an association 
or other entity of which the carrier is a 
member. 

The first and second sentences of re¬ 
designated paragraph (f) are amended 
to read: "In-bond seals may be pur¬ 
chased only by a customs bonded carrier, 
by a nonbonded carrier permitted to 
transport articles in accordance with sec¬ 
tion 553 of the tariff act, as amended, or 
in the case of red in-bond seals, by the 
carrier’s commercial association or com¬ 
parable representative approved by the 
collector. In-transit seals may be pur¬ 
chased by a bonded or other carrier of 
merchandise or. in the case of blue in¬ 
transit seals, by the carrier’s commercial 
association or comparable representa¬ 
tive approved by the collector."

§ 563.1 Purpose. 

The regulations of this part implement 
statutory authorities governing the 
granting of "retired pay" to members 
and former members of the Reserve 
components. 

§ 563.2 Definitions. 

(a) Retired pay. Pay granted mem¬ 
bers and former members of the Reserve 
components under title 10, United States 
Code, section 1331 after completion of 
20 or more years of qualifying Federal 
service and upon attaining age 60. This 
pay is based on the highest grade satis¬ 
factorily held at any time during an in¬ 
dividual’s entire period of service, other 
than in an inactive section of a Reserve 
component. 

(b) Members and former members. A 
member of a Reserve component is one 
who holds a current status in a Reserve 
component. Generally, for members of 
the Army Reserve an individual who ac¬ 
cepted an indefinite term appointment 
under the Armed Forces Reserve Act of 
1952, and whose appointment has not 
been terminated, is a current member. 
A former member is one who formerly 
held status in a Reserve component but 
who does not hold a current status in 
any such component. 

(c) Years for percentage purposes. 
This denotes total qualifying service 
converted to years for use as a multiplier 
in determining retired pay (§§ 563.11(b) 
and 563.124b)). 

§ 563.3 Eligibility. 

(a) To be eligible for retired pay, an 
individual need not have a military sta¬ 
tus at the time of application, but must 
have: 

(1) Attained age 60. 

(2) Completed a minimum of 20 years 
of qualifying service. 

(3) Served the last 8 years of his 
qualifying service as a member of a Re¬ 
serve component. Service in the Army 
of the United States, without specifica¬ 
tion of component, is deemed to be serv¬ 
ice in a Reserve component. Service 
performed concurrently in a Reserve 
component and the Regular Army, Navy. 
Air Force, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard 
is not creditable as service in a Reserve 
component for determining this period. 
The last 8 years of qualifying service 
need not be the last 8 years of military 
service, nor do they have to be contin¬ 
uous. Examples: An individual who 


served 14 years as a reservist nnd then 
6 years in tl\p Regular Army must sene 
an additional 6 years in a reserve status 
to qualify for retired pay: an individual 
who served 13 years in the Regular Army, 
then 7 years as a reservist, followed by 4 
years in the Regular Army must serve an 
additional year in a reserve status to 
qualify for retired pay. In the first 
example, an additional six years service 
in a reserve status is necessary in order 
that the requirement that the Last eight 
years of qualifying, service as a member 
of a Reserve component will be met. 
While this person has completed 20 years 
of "qualifying service" the last eight 
years of such service was not as a mem¬ 
ber of a Reserve component, as only two 
of the last eight were served as a member 
of a Reserve component. In the second 
example even though this person has 
completed over 20 years of qualifying 
service" he must serve one more year as 
a member of a Reserve component in 
order to meet the requirement that the 
last eight years of his qualifying service 
was a member of a Reserve component. 

(4) Performed active duty during 
some portion of any of the following pe¬ 
riods, if a member of a Reserve compo¬ 
nent or the Army of the United States 
without component before August 16, 
1945: 

(i) After April 5, 1917 and before No¬ 
vember 12, 1918. 

(ii) After September 8, 1940 and be¬ 
fore January 1, 1947. 

(iii) After June 26, 1950 and before 
July 28. 1953 (active duty other than for 
training). 

(b) In addition, an applicant must: 

(1) Not be entitled to retired pay from 
the Armed Forces under any other pro¬ 
vision of law. 

(2) Not have elected to receive disabil¬ 
ity severance pay in lieu of retired pay. 
Reserve personnel involuntarily relieved 
from active duty who are not eligible for 
retired pay at time of release but who are 
paid readjustment pay under the provi¬ 
sions of section 265 of the Armed Forces 
Reserve Act of 1952, as added by the act 
of July 9. 1956 (70 Stat. 517; 50 U5.C. 
1016) are eligible to receive retired pay 
under the regulations of this part pro¬ 
vided they are otherwise qualified at a 
later date 

(3) Not fall within the purview of the 
so-called "Hiss Act" (act of September i. 
1954, 68 Stat. 1142, as amended. 5 U.SL. 
740b). This act precludes generally the 
payment of retired pay to persons wno 
have been convicted of certain specinc 
offenses under the United States Doae o 
of felonies under the laws of the unite 
States or the District of Columbia, com¬ 
mitted in the exercise of their authori y 
as an officer or an employee of ui 
government.

The completed form should be forwarded 
to the address shown above so as to ar¬ 
rive approximately 60 days before appli¬ 
cant's 60th birthday. Statements of 
service are not necessary to document 
these applications and will not be re¬ 
quested for the purpose of completing an 
application. All records are carefully 
screened by Headquarters, Department 
of the Army at the time each applica¬ 
tion Is processed. The data furnished 
serve 1 as a guide with particular refer¬ 
ence to other than Army service, if any.

§ 563.8 Service creditable as qualifying 
service. 

Only service performed in the status 
of a commissioned officer, warrant officer/ 
flight officer, enlisted person. Army field 
clerk, field clerk, Quartermaster Corps, 
and in the case of warrant officers, classi¬ 
fied field service as an Army Headquar¬ 
ters clerk or clerk of the Army Quarter¬ 
master Corps (under laws in effect prior 
to August 29, 1916), in an active status 
in any of the following may be counted 
as qualifying service: 

(а) Before July 1, 1949 service in any 
o* the following: 

(1) The federally recognized National 
Guard before June 15, 1933. 

(2) A federally recognized status in 
the National Guard before June 15, 1933. 

(3) The National Guard of the United 
States. Commissioned officers and war¬ 
rant officers who were in a federally 
recognized status on June 15, 1933, and 
who accepted appointments in the Na¬ 
tional Guard of the United States not 
later than October 31, 1934 are entitled 
to credit for service in the National 
Guard of the United States from June 
15, 1933. Members who were not in a 
federally recognized status in the Na¬ 
tional Guard on June 15, 1933, and who 
subsequently received National Guard of 
the United States appointments are only 
entitled to service credit from the date 
of acceptance of the appointment. 

(4) The National Guard while in the 
service of the United States. 

(5) The Army Reserve (includes the 
Officers Reserve Corps, Enlisted Reserve 
Corps, and the Organized Reserve 
Corps). 

(б) The Naval Reserve and the Naval 
Reserve Force, excluding those members 
of the Fleet Reserve and the Fleet Naval 
Reserve transferred thereto after com¬ 
pletion of 16 or more years of active 
naval service. 

(7) The Marine Corps Reserve and the 
Marine Corps Reserve Force, excluding 
those members of the Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve transferred thereto after com¬ 
pletion of 16 or more years of active 
service. 

(8) The Limited Service Marine Corps 
Reserve. 

(9) The Naval Militia after February 
15,1914, that conformed to the standards 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 
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(10) The National Naval Volunteers. 

(11) The Air National Guard. 

(12) The Air Force Reserve (Officers 
and Enlisted Sections). 

(13) The Air Force of the United 
States, without component (prior to July 
1, 1948). 

(14) The Coast Guard Reserve. 

(15) The Organized Militia from Jan¬ 
uary 21, 1903. 

(16) The Philippine Scouts. 

(17) The Regular Army Reserve. 

(18) The Regular Services. 

(19) Student, Army Training Corps, 
World War I (only if service was per¬ 
formed as an enlisted man). 

(20) United States Volunteers (only 
active duty during Spanish-American 
War). 

(21) Women’s Army Corps (from Sep¬ 
tember 1,1943). 

(22) Student Officer Training Camps, 
World War I (only if service was per¬ 
formed as an enlisted man). 

(23) Army of the United States with¬ 
out component. World War II emer¬ 
gency AUS appointments made under 
the statutes below terminated on dates 
specified, unless sooner vacated: 

(i) Joint Resolution of September 22, 
1941. (a) Commissioned officers, except 
as noted in (b) of this subdivision: June 
30, 1948. 

<b) Disabled officers and officers who 
completed a course of medical instruc¬ 
tion at Government expense under the 
act of February 6, 1942: June 30, 1948, 
or date of relief from active duty, which¬ 
ever was the later. 

(c) Women’s Army Corps: June 12, 
1949. 

< d ) Army Nurse Corps. Dietitians and 
Physical Therapists assigned to the Med¬ 
ical Corps of the Army after July 9, 
1944. These persons acquired commis¬ 
sioned officer status on July 10, 1944, 
under the act of June 22, 1944, and Ex¬ 
ecutive Order No. 9454, dated July 10, 
1944 (3 CFR, 1943-1948 Comp., P. 319). 
Such appointments terminated on June 
30, 1948, unless sooner terminated upon 
relief from active duty. 

(ii) Act of August 21, 1941 (Warrant 
Officers). April 1, 1953. 

(iii) Act of July 8, 1942 (Flight Offi¬ 
cers). October 28. 1952. 

(b) After June 30, 1949, a reservist 
must earn a minimum of 50 retirement 
points each retirement year to have that 
year credited as qualifying service. Only 
members assigned to an active section of 
a Reserve component or individuals in 
active Federal service are authorized to 
earn retirement point credits. When a 
person is in an active status for a period 
less than a full retirement year a mini¬ 
mum of retirement points are required 
to be earned in order to have that period 
credited as qualifying service. Retire¬ 
ment years normally begin on July 1 and 
end on June 30 of the following year. 
However, the retirement year of persons 
who enter or reenter in an active status 
begins on the date of such entry or re¬ 
entry and ends one year later. 

(c) Service shown in paragraphs (a) 
and (b) of this section, in addition to 
being credited as qualifying service, is 
also converted into “years for percentage 
purposes.”

§ 563.10 Military Academy serv ice. 

Service as a cadet at the United States 
Military Academy under an appointment 
made before August 24. 1912 or as a 
midshipman at the United States Naval 
Academy under an appointment made 
before March 4, 1913 is credited as active 
duty in determining only the years for 
percentage purposes. 

§ 563.11 Compulation of service. 

(a> Upon receipt of an application for 
retired pay, a computation to determine 
the number of years of qualifying serv¬ 
ice, years for percentage purposes, and 
years for basic pay purposes, will be made 
by The Adjutant General. Service be¬ 
gins on the. date of acceptance of 
appointment in the case of officers and 
the date of enlistment or induction for 
enlisted personnel. 

(b) In determining the years for per¬ 
centage purposes, credit of 1 day will be 
given for each point as follows: 

(1) Before July 1,1949. 

(1) One point for each day of active 
duty. 

(ii) Fifty points for each year of serv¬ 
ice as a member of a Reserve component 
as shown in § 563.8(a). other than active 
duty. A proportionate part of 50 points 
for any fraction of a year will be credited. 

(2) After June 30,1949. 

(i) One point for each day of active 
duty. 

(ii) Fifteen points for each year of 
membership in an active status in a 
Reserve component. 

(ill) One point for each authorized 
participation in drills or periods of in¬ 
struction which conform to the requpe- 
ments prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Army. Not more than 60 points per year, 
including membership points, will be 
credited for inactive duty training in any 
one retirement year. 

(c) Active duty means full-time duty 
in the active military service of the 
United States. It includes duty on the 
active list, full-time training duty, an¬ 
nual training duty, and attendance while 


in the active military service at a school 
designated as a service school by law or 
by the Secretary-of the military depart¬ 
ment concerned. The full-time duty 
performed by a member of the Army 
National Guard of the United States or 
the Air National Guard of the United 
States while a member of the Army Na¬ 
tional Guard or Air National Guard 
under sections 316 and 503-505 of title 
32. United States Code, for which he was 
entitled to pay from the United States 
or for which he waived such pay is in¬ 
cluded. Also included is active duty 
performed by a reservist who was ordered 
to active duty or active duty for training 
(with his consent) without pay under 
competent orders requiring performance 
of such duty. It does not include attend¬ 
ance at service schools on invitational 
orders nor a period of hospitalization 
beyond an active duty training tour. 

§ 563.12 Compulation of retired pay. 

(a) Computation of retired pay will 
be made by the Retired Pay Division, Fi¬ 
nance Center, U.S. Army, Indianapolis 
49, Ind.. upon receipt of orders and data 
prescribed in § 563.11, from The Adjutant 
General. 

(b) A person granted retired pay w f ill 
receive such pay at an annual rate equal 
to 2 Is percent of the active duty annual 
basic pay which the individual would 
receive if serving on active duty, on 
effective date of granting of retired pay, 
in the highest grade (temporary or per¬ 
manent) , satisfactorily held by him dur¬ 
ing his entire period of service multiplied 
by a number equal to the number of 
years, and any fraction thereof, on the 
basis of 360 days per year (years for 
percentage purposes) as determined pur¬ 
suant to § 563.11. No person shall be en¬ 
titled to receive retired pay at an annual 
rate in excess of 75 percent of the above- 
mentioned active duty annual pay. 

§ 563.13 Annuities under Civil Service. 

Persons entitled to receive retired pay 
under the provisions of this part, may 
concurrently receive annuities under the 
provisions of the Civil Service Retire¬ 
ment Act of May 29. 1930 (46 Stat. 468), 
as amended (5 U.S.C. 691).' 

§ 563.14 Dual compensation. 

(a) Section 212 of the Economy Act of 
June 30,1932, as amended (5 U.S.C. 59a), 
generally provides that the combined pay 
of a Federal office and retired pay cannot 
exceed $10,000 annually. This Act is not 
applicable to officers of the Reserve com¬ 
ponent who receive retired pay under 
the regulations of this part and who are 
de jure (actual) members of a Reserve 
component, nor is it applicable to officers 
of the Reserve components granted re¬ 
tired pay before January 1. 1953 for the 
period prior to that date during which 
they were de jure members of the Offi¬ 
cers Reserve Dorps or the National Guard 
of the United States. The Economy Act 
of 1932 is not applicable to warrant offi¬ 
cers and enlisted personnel authorized 
retired pay under the provisions of the 
regulations of this part. 

(b) The Dual Office Act of July 31, 
1894 (28 Stat. 205) as amended (5 U.S.C. 
62), is not applicable to personnel 


granted retired pay under the provisions 
of this part. 

§ 563.13 Payment of pension* or com. 
pensation by the Veteran> Adminis¬ 
tration* 


Effective May 1, 1958 persons author¬ 
ized retired pay under the regulations 
of this part who are receiving a pension 
or compensation from the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration may waive retired pay in 
the amount of the pension or compensa¬ 
tion. By doing this, the pension or com¬ 
pensation, which is not subject to Fed¬ 
eral withholding taxes will remain in 
effect. Individuals may also waive their 
retired pay in its entirety and continue 
to receive their pension or compensation 
from the Veterans Administration. 
Waiver concerning the above will be 
made after retired pay orders are issued 
by Tire Adjutant General (38 U.S.C. 
3105). See Public Law 85-370, 85tlr 
Cong. (72 Stat. 86). 


§ 563.16 Prohibited activities. 

The prohibition usually appearing in 
annual appropriation acts that no pay¬ 
ments shall be made to “any officer" on 
the retired list of the Army who is en¬ 
gaged in the selling of any war materials 
or supplies to the Department of the 
Army is not applicable to persons granted 
retired pay under the regulations of this 
part. 


§ 563.17 Survivor benefits. 

(a) Retired pay due is payable to the 
designated beneficiary up to the date of 
death for persons in receipt of retired 
pay or who have filed application for 
such pay. If no beneficiary has been 
designated, such payment will be made to 
the proper survivor. 

(b) A wudow and/or children for whom 

a valid election of option was made under 
Title 10. United States Code, sections 
1431-1444 (formerly the Uniformed 
Service Contingency Option Act of 1953) 
will receive an annuity following the 
death of the person authorized retired

"Fairly compact" means that the 
branches on the stalk are reasonably 
close together throughout most of their 
length. 

§ 51.583 Reasonably well developed. 

"Reasonably well developed" means 
that the branches are of reasonable 
width and thickness in relation to the 
length of midribs and type of celery. 

§ 51.581 Reasonably well formed. 

"Reasonably well formed" means that 
the branches are not crooked, curved or 
twisted to the extent that the appear¬ 
ance of the stalk is seriously affected. 

§ 51.585 Fairly well Irimmcd. 

"Fairly well trimmed" means that the 
main root has been cut off so that it 
does not extend more than 3 inches be¬ 
low the point of attachment of the low¬ 
est outer branch, and that secondary 
rootlets are not of such number or length 
as to seriously affect the appearance of 
the stalk. 

§51.586 Serious ilamage. 

"Serious damage", unless otherwise 
specifically defined in this section, means 
any defect which seriously affects the 
appearance, or the edible or shipping 
quality of the celery stalk or the general 
appearance of the stalks in the container. 
Any one of the following defects, or any 
combination of defects the seriousness of 
which exceeds the maximum allowed for 
any one defect, shall be considered as 
serious damage: 

(a) Growth cracks when more than 4 
branches are affected by growth cracks 
which are over one-half inch in length, 
or when more than 8 branches have 
growth cracks; 

(b) Horizontal cracks when more than 
5 branches have horizontal cracks which 
are over one-half inch in length, or 
when more than 8 branches have hori¬ 
zontal cracks; 

(c) Pithy branches when more than 
4 are pithy in that portion of the midrib 
between a point 1V 2 inches above the 
point of attachment to the base and the 
first node, or between a point 1 V 2 inches 
below the first node and the point of at¬ 
tachment to the base, or when pith oc¬ 
curs at both ends of the midrib and 
more than a total of V/ 2 inches is af¬ 
fected: Provided, That stalks having 6 
outer branches or less shall have not 
more than one-half of the outer branches 
affected by pith as described above; 

(d) Seedstcms when the length of 
seedstem exceeds 3 times the diameter of 
the stalk (see §5 51.587 and 51.588); 

(e) Dirt when dirt is badly caked on 
the stalk; 

(f) Doubles when the inner branches 
are not fairly well protected; 
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(g) Disease: 

(1) Brown stem, cracked stem and 
crater blotch when seriously affecting 
more than 4 branches, or when the ag¬ 
gregate area exceeds 1 square inch on 
the branches; and, 

(2) Discoloration when each of more 
than 5 branches or Yz of the branches of 
the stalk, whichever is less, has more 
than 3 distinct hair-like lines more than 
3 inches long occurring on the outer side 
of the branch or an aggregate area of J 4 
by 1 inch of blotch or solid type dis¬ 
coloration occurring on the inner side; 

(h) Insects when worms are present, 
or when insect injury affects the midrib 
portion of more than 4 branches, or 
when injury on other portions seriously 
affects the appearance of the stalk; and, 

(i) Mechanical injury when the root 
has been cut off too closely leaving the 
branches without support; w'hen more 
than 4 branches are materially scuffed 
or bruised; when the branches have been 
broken above the first node to an extent 
which seriously affects the appearance; 
or when more than 4 branches are broken 
below the first node except all branches 
may be cut below the first node provided 
the stalk is of the length specified. 

§ 51.387 Diameter. 

'‘Diameter” means the greatest dimen¬ 
sion of the stalk measured at a point 2 
inches above the point of attachment 
of the lowest outer branch to the base. 

§ 51.588 Length of sccdxteni. 

“Length of seedstem” means the dis¬ 
tance from the base of the outer branches 
of the stalk to the top of the actual seed- 
stem, exclusive of any leaves or leaf- 
stems attached to the top of the seedstem.

Decision With Respect to Proposed 

Amendments to Tentative Market¬ 
ing Agreement and to Order 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended (7 U.S.C. 601 et seq.), 
and the applicable rules of practice and 
procedure governing the formulation of 
marketing agreements and marketing 
orders (7 CFR Part 900), a public hear¬ 
ing was held at Cincinnati, Ohio on 
September 23-26, 1958, pursuant to 
notice and supplemental notice thereof 
issued August 27,1958 (23 P.R. 6755) and 
September 11,1958 (23P.R.7144). 

Upon the basis of the evidence Intro¬ 
duced at the hearing and the record 
thereof, the Deputy Administrator, Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Service, on February 
27, 1959 (24 P.R. 1598) filed with the 


Hearing Clerk, United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, his recommended 
decision containing notice of the oppor¬ 
tunity to file written exceptions thereto. 
No exceptions were filed. 

Preliminary statement. The hearing 
on the record of which the proposed 
amendment, as hereinafter set forth, to 
the tentative marketing agreement and 
to the order, were formulated, w r as con¬ 
ducted at Cincinnati, Ohio, on Septem¬ 
ber 23-26, 1958, pursuant to notice and 
supplemental notice thereof issued Au¬ 
gust 27, 1958 (23 F.R. 6755) and Septem¬ 
ber 11. 1958 (23 P.R. 7144). 

The material issue on the record of 
the hearing relates to: 

The alignment of the Class I prices 
under the Dayton-Springfield and Cin¬ 
cinnati orders. 

Findings and conclusions. The fol¬ 
lowing findings and conclusions on the 
material issue are based on evidence pre¬ 
sented at the hearing and the record 
thereof. 

The supply-demand provisions should 
be changed to provide closer alignment 
of Class I prices under the Dayton- 
Springfield and Cincinnati orders and to 
promote an adequate supply of milk for 
the Dayton-Springfield market. 

Competition is extensive in the distri¬ 
bution of fluid milk between handlers 
regulated under the Dayton-Springfield 
and Cincinnati orders and especially be¬ 
tween Dayton handlers and operators of 
fluid milk plants located in Hamilton 
and Middletown, Ohio who would be 
subject to regulation under the Cincin¬ 
nati order with the expansion of the 
Cincinnati marketing area as recom¬ 
mended in the decision issued Feb¬ 
ruary 27, 1959, concurrently wdth the 
Dayton-Springfield recommended deci¬ 
sion. Official notice is hereby taken of 
that decision. Milk is disposed of on 
routes in the proposed expanded market¬ 
ing area from these plants and from 
other plants of Cincinnati regulated 
handlers in competition with milk from 
Dayton-Springfield order plants. Milk 
also is moved from a Dayton plant in 
consumer packages to one of the plants 
in Middletown. 

Competition in the procurement of 
milk is also extensive between handlers 
under the Dayton-Springfield order and 
handlers who are now and who would be 
regulated under the proposed amended 
Cincinnati order. Although production 
per farm has increased substantially, the 
markets now draw milk from farms lo T 
cated at greater distances from the re¬ 
spective marketing areas. This is true 
also with respect to all other Ohio mar¬ 
kets, including Cleveland, North Central 
Ohio and Columbus and certain Indiana 
markets, all of which obtain milk from 
the same supply area as the Dayton- 
Springfield and Cincinnati markets. 
However, the competition for milk is 
most marked between the Cincinnati and 
Dayton-Springfield markets. 

Of the 3,700 producers supplying the 
Cincinnati market approximately 2,500 
are located in Ohio and Indiana. The 
farms of a substantial number of these 
producers are located in the same com¬ 
munities and many of them on the same 
road as the farms of the 2,100 producers 


who supply the Dayton-Springfield mar¬ 
ket. It is of increasing importance, 
therefore, from the viewpoint of the cost 
of Class I milk to handlers under the 
two orders and the procurement of milk 
from producers, that the level and 
monthly changes in prices in the two 
markets be closely aligned. 

Official notice is taken of the monthly 
“Statistical Summary” for September 
1958 through January 1959 and the 
“Annual Summary” for 1958, released 
by the market administrator of Order No. 
71 (Dayton-Springfield) and of the 
“Class Price Announcements” for Sep¬ 
tember 1958 through January 1959, re¬ 
leased by the market administrator of 
Order No. 65 (Cincinnati). These re¬ 
leases supplement information contained 
in the record with respect to receipts, 
utilization and prices for milk in the two 
markets and afford comparisons of 
monthly data for the full year of 1958 
with the data for prior years. 

Class I prices are established under the 
Dayton-Springfield order by adding $1.20 
to the basic formula price of the preced¬ 
ing month and the resulting prices are 
adjusted by a supply-demand factor. 
The net effect of the supply-demand ad¬ 
justments has been a reduction in the 
Class I price for each year since 1953. 
During the most recent three years the 
average reduction per hundredweight 
was 1.75 cents in 1956, slightly less than 
1-cent in 1957 and 2.5 cents in 1958. 

Under the Cincinnati order the Class 
I price is established by adding $1.30 to 
the basic formula price for the current 
month and the resulting price is ad¬ 
justed by a supply-demand factor. 
These supply-demand adjustments under 
the Cincinnati order increased Class I 
prices an average of 20 cents in 1956,12 
cents in 1957 and 19 cents in 1958. 

The Cincinnati recommended decision 
sets forth the need for and the most 
feasible method of promoting closer 
alignment of Class I prices between the 
Cincinnati and Dayton-Springfield mar¬ 
kets, particularly at plants in the rec¬ 
ommended expanded marketing area. It 
is concluded in that decision that the 
historical difference of 10 cents between 
the stated Class I differential under the 
tw f o orders should not be changed and 
that location adjustments under the 
Cincinnati order should be modified so 
as to result in a Class I differential under 
the Cincinnati order f.o.b. a pool plant 
located in Dayton identical w1th tne 
differential under the Dayton-Spring¬ 
field order. It is also recommended that 
the basic formula price for the P rece ?* 
ing month be applied in establishing tne 
Class I price for the current month un¬ 
der the Cincinnati order in the same 
manner as under the present *^7 
Springfield order. These changes in me 
Cincinnati order remove two causes ior 
monthly differences in the relative lev 
and the movement of Class I prices in 
the two markets. . ... 

Howrever, because of differences In t 
respective supply-demand adjustmen * 
Class I prices under the Cincinnati orck 
have exceeded the Dayton-Springf • 
Class I prices substantially more m 
the 10-cent difference in the Class l a. - 
ferentials. The difference in Class 
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prices was 31 cents in 1956. 21 cents in 
1957 and 30 cents in 1958. The substan¬ 
tial differences in Class I prices which 
have resulted from the supply-demand 
adjusters in the individual orders in the 
past could cause serious dislocation in 
the sources of supply between plants un¬ 
der the two orders and particularly so 
following the expansion of the Cincin¬ 
nati marketing area. In the Cincinnati 
recommended decision, it was shown that 
the present Class I differential and the 
standard utilization percentage under 
the present supply-demand adjuster 
should be continued without change. 
The additions to the Class I price by the 
supply-demand adjuster are reasonable 
and necessary because producer milk re¬ 
ceipts are showing a downward trend in 
relation to Class I sales. 


A similar condition has been develop¬ 
ing in the Dayton-Springfield market 
but the supply-demand provisions have 
failed to provide the necessary price ad¬ 
justments. The producers' association 
in the Dayton-Springfield market sup¬ 
plies the full requirements of handlers 
in accordance with their needs for Grade 
A milk. The cooperative association ar¬ 
ranges for the transfer of milk in excess 
of an individual plant's requirements to 
other handlers who are temporarily in 
need of additional supplies. The re¬ 
maining supplies are received at its own 
plant and a revolving inventory of milk 
is maintained to meet temporary short¬ 
ages of handlers which may be exper¬ 
ienced on a day-to-day basis. Any re¬ 
serve supplies not needed by the fluid 
milk plants are processed into manufac¬ 
tured products in the association’s plant. 
The supply of producer milk, therefore, 
is allocated among plants in an ex¬ 
tremely efficient manner. 

The cooperative association found it 
necessary to import some milk from out¬ 
side sources to meet the needs of the 
market during 1957. For the full year 
or 1957 Class I sales were equal to 75.1 
percent of total producer receipts as 
compared with 75.8 percent in 1956. For 
the full year of 1958 Class I sales in¬ 
creased to 77.8 percent of producer milk 
eceipts. in view of the fact producer 
receipts were showing a decline in 1958

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Although price changes resulting from 
supply-demand adjusters are intended 
to adjust the supply-sales relationship in 
accordance with the individual market’s 
need for Grade A milk, it is important in 
this instance also to give weight to the 
need for co-ordinating price changes in 
the two markets. Adjustment of the 
Dayton-Springfield Class I price by the 
average of the supply-demand adjust¬ 
ments resulting under the current orders 
for Cincinnati and Dayton-Springfield 
would afford a reasonable basis for cor¬ 
recting the level of adjustments under 
the Dayton-Springfield order and at the 
same time promote the needed align¬ 
ment of Class I prices between the two 
orders. This will (1) retain a degree of 
flexibility in establishing prices in each 
of the markets according to supply and 
demand conditions prevailing for fluid 
milk in the respective markets, (2) pro¬ 
mote stable and orderly marketing con¬ 
ditions, and (3) assure consumers of an 
adequate supply of pure and wholesome 
milk in this region where both the pro¬ 
curement and distribution of fluid milk 
is extensively intermingled. 

Rulings on proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions. Briefs and proposed findings 
and conclusions were filed on behalf of 
certain interested parties in the market. 
These briefs, proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions and the evidence in the record 
were considered in making the findings 
and conclusions set forth above. To the 
extent that the suggested findings and 
conclusions filed by interested parties are 
inconsistent with the findings and con¬ 
clusions set forth herein, the requests to 
make such findings or reach such con¬ 
clusions are denied for the reasons pre¬ 
viously stated in this decision. 

General findings. The findings and

(c) The tentative marketing agree¬ 
ment and the order, as hereby proposed 
to be amended, will regulate the handling 
of milk in the same manner as, and will 
be applicable only to persons in the re¬ 


spective classes of industrial and com¬ 
mercial activity specified in, a marketing 
agreement upon which a hearing has 
been held. 

Marketing agreement and order. An¬ 
nexed hereto and made a part hereof 
are two documents entitled, respectively. 
“Marketing agreement regulating the 
handling of milk hi the Dayton-Spring¬ 
field, Ohio, marketing area”, and “Order 
amending the order regulating the han¬ 
dling of milk in the Dayton-Springfield, 
Ohio, marketing area”, which have been 
decided upon as the detailed and appro¬ 
priate means of effectuating the fore¬ 
going conclusions. 

It is hereby ordered. That all of this 
decision, except the attached marketing 
agreement, be published in the Federal 
Register. The regulatory provisions of 
said marketing agreement are identical 
with those contained in the order as 
(hereby proposed to be amended by the 
attached order which will be published 
with this decision. 

Determination of representative pe¬ 
riod. The month of January 1959 is 
hereby determined to be the representa¬ 
tive period for the purpose of ascertain¬ 
ing whether the issuance of the attached 
order amending the order regulating the 
handling of milk in the Dayton-Spring¬ 
field, Ohio, marketing area, is approved 
or favored by producers, as defined under 
the terms of the order as hereby pro¬ 
posed to be amended, and who, during 
such representative period, were engaged 
in the production of milk for sale within 
the aforesaid marketing area.

Order Revoking Export Licenses and 
Denying Export Privileges 

In the matter of Hope International 
Company, Inc.. 79 Wall Street, New York 
5, New York; Respondent. 

The respondent, Hope International 
Company. Inc., was charged by the Di¬ 
rector, Investigation Staff, Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, with violations of the 
Export Control Act of 1949, as amended, 
and regulations promulgated there¬ 
under; and after being served with the 
charging letter submitted a proposal 
that a consent order might be issued 
against it in accordance with § 382.10 
of the Export Regulations, to which the 
Director of the Investigation Staff has 
agreed. 

The Compliance Commissioner has ap¬ 
proved the proposal and has reported the 
facts to the undersigned Acting Director, 
Office of Export Supply, Bureau of For¬ 
eign Commerce. 

After reviewing and considering the 
entire record of this case, I hereby make 
the following findings of fact; 

1. At all times hereinafter mentioned, 
the respondent, Hope International Com¬ 
pany. Inc., was engaged in the business 
of exporting merchandise purchased by 
it for resale purposes and. in connection 
therewith, acted occasionally as an inter¬ 
national forwarder. 


2. In about December 1957. after hav¬ 
ing purchased numerous articles to be 
used in his business in Brazil, a Brazilian 
businessman came to the United States 
for the purpose of arranging delivery. 
While in the United States, he made sev¬ 
eral additional purchases. 

3. For reasons not pertinent to this 
case, the Brazilian desired that the goods 

. so purchased by him be shipped to him 
without having the same declared in ac¬ 
cordance with normal customs pro¬ 
cedures. and l*e engaged the respondent 
for that purpose. 

4. The goods were packed in five cases 
and two cartons, which the respondent 
described in a shipper's export declara¬ 
tion submitted by it to and authenticated 
by the Collector of Customs as “Personal 
Effects (Clothing. Books & household 
effects) as Unaccompanied Baggage 
******* In the said shipper’s export 
declaration it represented that the ex¬ 
portation was being made under the 
General License Baggage. 

5. Among the goods contained in said 
cases and cartons, in addition to cloth¬ 
ing, books, and household effects, were 
a mechanical controller, several reading 
registers, numerous crucibles, two plati¬ 
num cups, two boat propellers, automo¬ 
bile parts, a water pump, and test tubes, 
none of which, under the circumstances, 
were exportable under the General Li¬ 
cense Baggage. The goods were de¬ 
livered by the respondent to a pier in 
New York, for shipment out of the United 
States in accordance with the represen¬ 
tations made in the shipper’s export 
declaration. 

6. The Collector of Customs detected 
the true character of the goods and be¬ 
cause of respondent’s failure to make 
declaration therfor, seized them. 

7. After the filing by the purchaser of 
a petition for relief from the forfeiture 
the goods were released on payment of 
the sum of $113, plus expenses. 

And from the foregoing, the following 
are my conclusions: 

The respondent acted in concert with 
the businessman from Brazil for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing about a violation of the 
Export Control Law and the regulations 
promulgated thereunder by agreeing 
with him to export and thereafter at¬ 
tempting to export goods from the United 
States contrary to the terms and provi¬ 
sions of the general license regulations, 
and the export declaration prepared by 
it; and, for the purpose of accomplishing 
that result, did knowingly make false 
representations and certifications to and 
did knowingly conceal material facts 
from the Collector of Customs and the 
Bureau of Foreign Commerce in connec¬ 
tion with the submission and use of a 
shipper’s export declaration, all in viola¬ 
tion of 55 371.2(b). 381.3, 381.5, 381.6 
and 381.8 of the Export Regulations. 

Now, after-consideration of the entire 
record and being of the opinion that the 
proposed disposition of this case is ade¬ 
quate to achieve effective enforcement of 
the law, it is hereby ordered: 

I. All outstanding validated export li¬ 
censes in which Hope International 
Company, Inc. appears or participates 
as purchaser, intermediate or ultimate 
consignee, forwarder, or otherwise, are 
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hereby revoked and shall be returned 
forthwith to the Bureau of Foreign Com¬ 
merce for cancellation. 

II. Except as qualified in Part IV 
hereof, the respondent, Hope Interna¬ 
tional Company, Inc., shall be denied for 
a period of four weeks all privileges of 
participating, directly or indirectly, in 
any manner or capacity, in any exporta¬ 
tion of any commodity or technical data 
from the United States to any foreign 
destination, including Canada, whether 
such exportation has heretofore or here¬ 
after been completed. Without limita¬ 
tion of the generality of the foregoing 
denial of export privileges, participation 
In an exportation is deemed to include 
and prohibit participation by the re¬ 
spondent, directly or indirectly, in any 
manner or capacity, (a) as a party or as 
a representative of a party to any vali¬ 
dated export license application, (b) in 
the preparation or filing of any export 
license application or document to be 
submitted therewith, (c) in the obtaining 
or using of any validated or general ex¬ 
port license or other export control docu¬ 
ment, (d) in the receiving, ordering, 
buying, selling, delivering, using, or dis¬ 
posing in any foreign country of any 
commodities in whole or in part exported 
or to be exported from the United States, 
and (e) in financing, forwarding, trans¬ 
porting, or other servicing of such ex¬ 
ports from the United States. 

m. Such denial of export privileges 
shall extend not only to the respondent, 
but also to any person, firm, corporation, 
or business organization with which it 
may be now or hereafter related by own¬ 
ership, control, position of responsibility, 
or othe^ connection in the conduct of 
trade in which may be involved exports 
from the United States or services con¬ 
nected therewith. 

IV. The said denial of export privileges 
shall commence and be effective at 12:01 
a.m., e.s.t., the sixth day of April 1959, 
and shall continue effective until 12 
o’clock midnight e.s.t., the twelfth day 
of April 1959. The remaining three 
weeks of said denial shall not become 
effective unless the respondent at any 
time within four months commencing 
April 6, 1959, fails to comply in any re¬ 
spect with this order or any requirement 
of the Export Control Act of 1949, as 
amended, and all regulations, licenses, 
and orders issued thereunder. 

V. In the event of a finding by the Di¬ 
rector of the Office of Export Supply, or 
such other officer as may at that time be 
performing the duties now performed by 
him, that the respondent has knowingly 
failed, at any time between April 6, 1959 
and August 6, 1959, to comply in any 
respect with this order or any require¬ 
ment of the Export Control Act of 1949, 
as amended, or any regulation, license, 
and order issued thereunder, said officer 
may enter a supplemental order against 

. the respondent making immediately ef¬ 
fective the remaining three weeks of said 
denial. Such order may be entered sum¬ 
marily, without notice and without prior 
hearing, and its entry shall not preclude 
the taking of any further and different 
action which may be warranted by rea¬ 
son of such new violation. In the event 
that such order is issued, the respondent 


shall have the right to have the same 
reviewed as in the regulations provided.

In the matter of Mar Shipping Corpo¬ 
ration, 16 Beaver Street, New York 4, 
New York, Respondent. 

The respondent, Mar Shipping Corpo¬ 
ration, was charged by the Director, 
Investigation Staff, Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce, with violations of the Export 
Control Act of 1949, as amended, and 
regulations promulgated thereunder; 
and after being served with the charging 
letter submitted a proposal that a con¬ 
sent order might be issued against it in 
accordance with 5 382.10 of the Export 
Regulations, to which the Director of the 
Investigation Staff has agreed. 

The Compliance Commissioner has ap¬ 
proved the proposal and has reported 
the facts to the undersigned Acting Di¬ 
rector, Office of Export Supply, Bureau 
of Foreign Commerce. 

After reviewing and considering the 
entire record of this case. I hereby make 
the following Findings of Fact: 

1. At all times hereinafter mentioned, 
Mar Shipping Corporation was and now 
is engaged in the business of freight 
forwarding in the City of New York. 

2. Prior to November 1957, a traveller, 
visiting the United States from Brazil, 
while in the United States made various 
purchases, including, among other 
things, a radio tube tester, laboratory 
oscilloscopes, and 238 radio receiving 
tuners, all of which were exportable 
under either General License GLV or 


GRO but not under the General License 
Baggage. 

3. For reasons not pertinent to this 
case, the traveller desired to have the 
goods so purchased by him shipped to 
him in Brazil without having them de¬ 
clared according to ordinary customs 
procedures. 

4. Although the respondent well knew 
that the cartons in which the goods were 
packed contained goods other than per¬ 
sonal effects, it nevertheless did prepare, 
submit to, and have authenticated by the 
United States Customs a declaration on 
which it described the goods being 
shipped to the traveller from Brazil as 
“Personal Effects (Unaccompanied Bag¬ 
gage) (VHF converter kits Incomplete 
without tubes. 1 television set)” and it 
represented thereon that the shipment 
was subject to the General License 
Baggage. 

5. At the same time it caused to be 
prepared and issued a bill of lading for 
said goods which described the same as 
unaccompanied baggage consisting of 
personal effects. 

6. When the goods were delivered to 
Idlewild Airport for loading aboard the 
intended carrier, the Collector of Cus¬ 
toms ascertained that they were not in 
fact as described in the export declara¬ 
tion and the bill of lading. He then 
seized the portion of the shipment not 
disclosed in the documents. The goods 
were released to the respondent upon 
payment of the sum of $25 and its agree¬ 
ment to export them from the United 
States in compliance with the Export 
Regulations.
